“@ © Sngiand, France, Germany, Belgium, Switz- 
3 erland, Holland, Sweden, Norway, Denmark, 
Austria, Hungary, and Russia have been most 
gratifying. | 
Gen. Butterworth said tonight that the com- 
mittee had gone abroad as representing both 
the national and local interests. They did 
not visit Southern Europe, because in the 
first place time was limited, and in the second 
place the season along the Mediterranean has 
been a most unheaithful one. On the return 
of the commission tu Chicago, however, a 
recommendation will be made to the effect 
that another commission be appointed to visit 
Southern Europe early in the fall. 
The first work of the commission, after it 
reached London last June was to organize 
and elect Gen. Butterworth as Chairman. It 
was the intention of the commissioners to 
meet the leading merchants and those in 
political power in each country and ascertain 
from therni what each country would send to 
the Fair. As the commission was in Europe 
strictly on business many social invitations 
had to be declined. 


Success in England. 

In England the people appeared to take a 
gnost lively interest in the success of the Fair, 
and this English interest influenced all the 
continental countries in the same way. In 
London the members of the commission met 
Lord Salisbury, Minister Lincoln, Sir Richard 
Webster, the Duke of Abercorn, Lord George 

- Hamilton, Mr. Balfour, and many other 
members of the government. They were dined 
in the House of Commons and in gazetting 

Sir Henry Wood and Mr. Dredge as Royal 

Commissioners the Queen expressed a hope 

that the Chicagu World’s Fair would be a suc- 

cess in every way. The Lord Mayor of Lon- 

don and his probable successor, Ald. Evans, 
who met the Commissioners, both stated that 
they intended visiting the Fair. 
France the Commissioners met M. Ribot, 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, and were enter- 
tained by-him. They also met M. Berger, M. 
Proust, M. Guiot, and M. Vavaette, who was 
delegated to represent his government. France 
bas made special application for space at the 
Fair, and intends to make an exhibit of pict- 
ures never before seen outside of France. M. 
Bartholdi, who made the big statue of liberty, 
which stands on Bedloe’s Island, tnet the Com- 
missioners and expressed a hope of being at 
the World’s Fair with many of his country 
men, 

In Germany the commission was enter- 
tained by Chancellor von Caprivi, Vice Chan- 
cellor Boetticher, and other members of the 
Cabinet. The reception by the officials 
was most cordial, but at first the 
German press was inclined to oppose 
the Fair. Later, when the details of the 
undertaking became known and the national 
backing understood, the papers turned quick 
sbout and became as enthusiastic over the 
Matter as any on the Continent, and assur- 
ances wére given that the German exhibit 
Would be second to none. 

The King of Belgium entertained the Com- 
Missioners, and accepted an invitation to be 
3 present at the opening of the Fair. 

In Austria and Hungary the same interest 
in the undertaking was shown by the business 
men and officials, and in Buda Pesth the Com- 
missioners found a society of business-men 
already organized to collect and send ex- 
hibits to the Fair. 

At Frankfort the commission separated, 
‘Gen. Butterworth and Maj. Handy going 
through Austria, Hungary, and Russia, while 
Messrs, Peck, Lindsey, and Bullock went 
through Sweden, Norway, and Denmark. In 
Russia the Cities of Warsaw, St. Petersburg, 
Moscow, and Nijni-Novgorod were visited. 
At present the crop, so far as. the Com- 
missioners could see, are good, but beyond the

Good Work by Carl Schurz. 


The Commitsioners were aided greatly in 
overcoming this feeling by Carl Schurz, who 
accompanied them through Germany. and 
made an eloquent address before the Chamber 
of Commerce at Hamburg which carried every- 
thing in their favor. The Commissioners say 
that the governments they visited have been 
aroused to the importance and magnitude of 
the Columbian Exposition, and ali have taken 
active measures to send worthy representations. 
England has appropriated $135,000, 
although it did not appropriate one cent 
to the Paris Exposition. Belgium 
has also made a national appropriation. 
The Governments of France, Germany, Great 
Britain, and Switzerland have asked for extra 
space. France, Russia, and Belgium have ap- 
pointed special Commissioners, who would 
bave accompanied the German and English 
Commissioners had not other engagements 
prevented them. They are coming in the 
course of a few weeks. Several of the govern- 
ments have asked the privilege of extra space 
for characteristic buildings. 

Sir Henry Wood is an affable gentleman 
with athm gray beard anda grave cast of 
countenance. He willingly gave his views of 
what Great Britain would do. The matter 
was yet young, he said, but he thought Great 
Britain would far surpass its exhibit at the 
Centennial Exposition of 1876. 

“I am here,”’ said Sir Henry, “ to find out 


Upon my return! shall report to the Royal 
Commission, and circulars will be 
sent throughout the kingdom in- 
viting our people to become exhibiters. 
Our greatest display will be of artistic indus- 
tries, and especially pictures. Manufactures 
will be worthily represented and the display 
of chinaware and furniture will be another 
feature. 
Large Exhibits from the Colonies. 

** We expect that large exhibits will be sent 
also from India and all the British colonies. 
I do not think our, machinery display will do 
us full justice, for many of our machinists 
do not like to enter into competition with 
American maghinists. The manufactories 
of Manchester and Sheffield will serd large 
exmbits of agricultural implements, and 
another feature will be our display of electric- 
al apparatus. The English Postoffice has sig- 
nified its intention of sending its historical 
collection, which will be something of great 
interest to this country.’’ 

Sir Henry said the Royal Commission pro- 
posed building a distinctively characteristic 
old English manor, or hall, as the English 
headquarters. He said also that a feature of 
great interest would be an exact reproduction 
of Shakspeare’s house at Stratford-on-Avon,'if 
the Fair Commissioners would give them the 
neceessary space. The Indian exhibit will be 
in a large oriental structure. He believed 
that many of the English nobility would visit 
the Exposition with members of the Royal 
Commission, 

Herr Wermuth, the Imperial Commissioner 
from Germany, said that an unusual interest 
had been aroused in his country. 

**We will send a magnificent exhibit,” said 
he. “In the arts especially we will have a 
large display. But our idea is to make it de- 
cidedly characteristic, rather than to makea 
feature of anything. I believe our exhibit 
will be as complete and as elaborate as was 
ever sent to a World’s Exposition.” 

~~"Maj. Handy’s Views. 

Maj. Handy said tonight that the reception 
of the commission in every country visited 
was decidedly flattering. The World’s Fair 
project was welcomed everywhere. The mem- 
bers of the commission were treated with the 
utmost consideration. 

“We have visited,”” continued Mr. Handy, 
“England, France, Germany, Russia, Swit- 
zeriand, Sweden, Noiway, Denmark, Aus- 
tria, and Hungary. The countries of 
Southern Europe were not visited be- 
cause we had not time for one reason, 
but chiefly becatise we were advised by the 
United States representative at Rome that it 
was the dullseason there. A special committee 
will probably be sent to visit Spain, Italy, and 
Greece—at least we shall recommend this. 
On reaching London we organized by 
electing Gen. Butterworth Chairman. Our 
plan of operation was always to approach 
those highest in authority. As our mission 
was of a diplomatic nature to some extent we 
were generally presented first to the Prime 
Minister and then to the Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, Next we would see the Min- 
ister of Finance, who naturally would have 
charge of any arrangements for foreign ex- 
hibits. Our receptionin England left noth- 
ing to be desired and set the pace for the other 
countries, so that it was smooth sailing on 
the continent. We were entertained in Lon- 
don by Lord Salisbury, Minister Robert T. 
Lincoin, Sir Richard Savory, the Lord Mayor, 
and by Alderman Evans, who will be the Lord 
Mayor’s successor. Both of these gentlemen 
have accepted an invitation to attend the Fair 
in 1893. Sir Richard Webster, the Attorney- 
General, tendered the committee a dinner, at 
which we met the Duke of Abercrombie, 
Lord George Hamilton, Secretary Balfour, 


and other members of Parliament, 
and also four members of the Cab. 
inet. By the Royal Society of 


Arts we received a truly royal welcome, and 
the council of that society has been appointed 
by Great Britain as a World’s Fair commis- 
sion. Sir Henry Wood and Mr. James 
Dredge, who have accompanied us back to 
America, represent that committee.”

CITY-HALL CONFERENCE REGARDING 
THE L TERMINAL’S SCHEME, 


The O’Niell Ordinance Submitted to the 
Council Last October an Outline of Pres- 
ent Intentions—Its Provisions—Backing 
and Estimated Cost of the Enterprise— 
Roads That Are Interested— Disposition 
of Property at the Present Termini, 


George S. Willits, Corporation Counsel 
Miller, and Commissioner of Public Works 
Aldrich had a rather protracted conference at 
the City Hall yesterday in reference to the 
plans of the Chicago Elevated Terminal rail- 
way company which Mr. Willits as the repre- 
sentative of Gen. Joseph T. Torrence sub- 
mitted. 

The conference was conducted behind 
barred doors and the three parties to it ob- 
served the utmost secrecy. From independ- 
ent sources, however, it was learned that the 
plans are practically the same as those sub- 
mitted to the Council by Ald. O’Neill last 
October. As Gen. Torrence is now desirous 
of having immediate or nearly immediate 
action on those plans his legal representative 
submitted them to the two city officials named 
to ascertain whether they could approve them, 
or whether they had any suggestions to offer. 
Mr. Miller and Mr. Aldrich would not com- 
mit themselves, They said the subject was one 
for the action of the Council, If the Alder- 
men asked for advices or suggestions from 
them, then they could speak, but not until 
the 


n. 

But the fact of theconference shows that 
Gen, Torrence means business and that the 
Terminal company is going to push forward 
its ordinance. 


The O’Neill Ordinance. 


That instrument was introduced in the 
Council Oct. 6, 1890. It was then referred to 
the Committee on Streets and Alleys South, 
where it slumbered until last July. It was 
then reported back and placed on file. It is 
probable that a motion will be made Monday 
next to take it from the file and refer it 
either to the Committee on Streets and Alleys 
South again orto the Railroad Committee, 
As Ald. Burke, the Chairman of the Commit- 
tee on Streets and Alleys South, is now in Ire- 
land, it is probable that it will goto the Rail- 
road committee, of which Ald. McGillen is 
Chairman. 

**Soon after the introduction of the measure 
in the Council last fall,” said Ald. Vierling, 
“*came the failure of the Baring Bros., who, 
itis said, were .willing to back the scheme 
financially in connection with Drexel, Morgan 
& Co. and other New York houses. © The fail- 
ure of the Barings accounts for the temporary 
abandonment of the scheme, I believe. 

“Gen. Torrence went to Europe early this 
summer and has, 1 have learned, been able to 
secure financial backing equal to that of the 
Barings. The Drexels have always stood 
ready to do their part;and now I suppose the 
promoters are ready for action.”’ 

It is also asserted that Gen. Torrence has 
succeeded in inducing nearly all the roads 
having terminals in the South Division to go 
into the scheme with him. 


On Santa Fe Property. 


The grounds of the Santa Fé company south 
of Twelfth street and extending to Sixteenth 
street have been selected as the basis of opera- 
tions to begin with, and the ordinance intro- 
duced last October and to be revived next 
Monday provides: 


That the Chicago Terminal company may main- 
tain and operate a railroad with two or more 
main tracks, with the necessary and canverient 
side-tracks, turnouts. switches, and appurte- 
nances, over such lands as it now has or may 

ereafter 


nation, or otherwise, and across intervening 
streets, alleys, and public ground along the fol- 
lowing route: 

1. Beginning at a point on the southerly side of 
Twelfth street, between the westerly side of State 
street and the south branch of the Chicago River, 
running thence southerly to a point adjacent to 
Sixty-seventh and State street, thence in a south- 
erly direction east of State street to the city 
limits. 

2. Also beginning at some point on the main 
line of the railroad described in the foregoing 
paragraph, between Sixty-third and Sixty-seventh 
streets, thence in a southeasterly direction to a 
point on the State line between Indiana and 
Ilinois. 

3. And also at a point beginning onthe main line 
between Twenty-second and Twenty-third streets, 
and thence in a southwesterly or westerly direc- 
tion to the city limits, crossing the said limits at 
some point between Fifty-fifth street on the south 
and Thirty-fifth street on the north. 


The last route described is doubtless intend- 
ed for the Santa Fé, 


Character of the Structure. 


The character of the structure, as defined by 
the ordinance, is as follows: 

An elevated structure with the tracks support- 
ed by cross girders, which shall be upheld by 
rows of iron columns, but outside of the street 
lines, upon the property of the company. the 
tracks may be supported by iron posts or brick or 
stone supports. The longitudinal distance be- 
tween columns or posts when the same are within 
the street lines shall not be less than thirty feet, 
except on curves. Guard-rails shall be placed at 
the side of the structure to prevent the 
cars from leaving the track after derail- 
ment, The material used for that part 
of the structure above the ground shall be iron, 
steel, stone, or brick, except the road-bed, which 
may be asphalt or broken stone supported on 
buckle plates, and except the rails, which shall be 
of steel, and except the ties and guard rails, 
which shall be of suitable quality of selected 
lumbér. Except where the width of any street 
or avenue between the curbs thereof is fifty feet 
or more, or Where the structure is one having a 
row ofiron columns or posts upon or near the 
curb lines, every cross street or avenue shall be 
spanned by a single span only. 


Sixteen Feet Above Grade. 


The distance of the tracks above the surface 
of thé streets is clearly defined as follows: 
No partof the girders of the superstructure 
shall be less than sixteen feet above the estab- 
lished grade of streets. avenues, or alleys, and 
whenever said elevated structure crosses or passes 
over the right of way of tracks of existing surface 
steam railroads a clear head-room between the 
lower chord of all said girders and of the surface 
rails of all said railroads at the present existing 
grade, and from out to ont of said right of way, 
shall not be less than eighteen feet. 
This is much beiter than any of the railroad 
companies now entering the city promise to 
do. 
It is further provided: 
That the tracks may be brought to the surface 
at a gradient to be fixed by said Chicago Elevat- 
ed Terminal railway company at or in the vicini- 
ty of Sixty-seventh and State streets, and also 
the branch line at or in the vicinity of Thirty-first 
street and the canal. 
That the railroad company will when, as it may 
be required by the City Council, erect and for- 
ever maintain at itsown expense suitable fences 
of wood or iron, and of a design, size, and mate- 
rial to be determined by the Department of Pub- 
lic Works, along the routes where the railroad 
tracks are not elevated, together with such suita- 
ble and necessary gates and bells for the protec- 
tion of the public at the several street crossings, 
with the necessary attendacts in charge thereof 
during the hours of each and every day as may be 
required by the Board of Public Works or the 
City Council of the City of Chicago. 

Noiseless and Smokeless, 
Another important provision is: 
That the motive power shall be fully equipped 
with all modern devices. calculated to render it 
practically noiseless and smokeless, and to pre- 
vent the discharge of cinders and sparks, and 
suitable and practicable devices shall likewise be 
placed at all street crossings where the road is 
elevated to intercept aud carry off storm water 
and drippings from melting snow and other 
sources by means of suitable instrumentalities 
te connect the same with the sewers of the city. 
In reference to passenger and other depots 
it 1s provided that they shall be neat and com- 
modious, of easy and convenient access, and 
of recognized excellence of architectural de-. 
sign, similar in style and equal in quality to

York, and further: Her 

That they shall be 
at convenient and 
generally about half 4 
buildings and appu | 
ably heated during the 
appropriately lighted ‘gas, electricity, or 
otherwise, and thoro ventilated at all sea- 
sons; and the system of illumination and the 
sanitary tixtures and the appliances adopted and 
used shall besuch as afe recognized as of the 
best for the purposes to which they are applied.

Accounts of the Fugitive Treasurer Being 
Investigated by the Officers. 

Cuattanooaa, Tenn., Sept. 12.—[Special. } 
—Supreme President James Davis Coleman 
of the Vatholic Knights of America arrived 
today from New Orleans to look into the 
affairs of Supreme Treasurer L. J. O’Brien, 
whose business failure revealed a shortage in 
his accounts. Besides the President several 
other high officials are present. During their 
stay here the officers will elect a 
successor to Maj. O’Brien, who before his de- 
parture for a place unknown left his resigna- 
tion. Maj. O’Brien’s absence has caused an 
accumulation of drafts sent to him from vari- 
ous local organizations and every day death 
claims come for collection. Noone feels au- 
thorized to take charge of matters and every- 
thing received is being safely laid aside await- 
ing the investigation of the legal representa- 
tives of the order.

WANTS BRIGHTER LIGHT. 


HOW ALD, KENT WOULD REPLACE 
GAS LAMPS WITH ELECTRICITY. 


He Will Introduce an Ordinance in the 
Council Providing That Property-Own- 
ers Bear the Expense Through the Spe- 
cial Assessment System—Mayor Wash- 
burne Heartily Indorses the Idea—Prop- 
osition of the South Park Commis- 
sioners, 


Ald, Kent had a long interview with Mayor 
Washburne yesterday morning on the subject 
of extending the electric light system of the 
city. The Mayor deplored the fact that the 
appropriation for electric Jights this year has 
been nearly exhausted, There is, however, a 
constant elamor for the extension of the plant 
and both the Mayor and the Alderman from 
the Eleventh Ward have hit upon a plan which 
may be the solution of the difficulty. 

After the conference the Mayor said: “ Ald. 
Kent intends to introduce an ordinance on 
this subject in the Council next Monday even- 
ing if he can have it drafted‘in time. It will 
provide for tne extension of the electric light 
plant by special assessirent. I have no doubt 
that such an ordinance will hoid. We now 
put up lamp posts by special assessment. Why 
not put upelectric light posts in the same way? 
They are in the nature ofa luxury, and 
in my judgment the special assessment plan 
is peculiarly adapted to the extension. I pre- 
sume that it would be the duty of the city to 
furnish the power and pay for the same out of 
the general tax fund, also to maintain the 
electric lamps after they are placed. Ald. 
Kent’s ordinance, as I understand it, covers 
all those points. I am heartily in favor of it 
and hope it will be pushed through. 

**In this connection let-me say that I have 
been indirectly informed that the South Park 
Commissioners are willing to place lamps and 
posts for electric lighting along Grand and 
Drexel boulevards at the expense of the South 
Park Board, if the city will only furnish the 
necessary power, 


A Definite Answer Impossible. 


“Unfortunately the financial circum- 
stances of the city are such that 
I cannot give a _ definite answer 


to such a proposition. But next season we 
may be in a position to treat with the Com- 
missioners on their terms. Mind, I do not 
say that that should preclude negotiations 
now. Itis of the utmost importance to the 
city that both the boulevards shall be lighted 
by electricity. They lead directly to the 
World’s Fair grounds. Fifty per cent of all 
the people who visit the Fair grounds will 
pass Overthem. Te.is of thousands will drive 
on them to and from the Fair Grounds at 
night. The Fair Grounds will be brilliantly 
lighted, and, of course, by electricity. Com- 
ing from the Fair Grounds into a boulevard 
lighted by gas would be like gomg froin 
the sunlight into a dark room. It 
is imperative that both boulevards be 
lighted by electricity. They are 200 
feet wide each. There are rows of trees run- 
ning along between the lamps. What good is 
gas in such a case. I hope that the negotia- 
tions between the city and the South Park

trouble over the question of what constitutes 
a jelly-cake. Before the fair opened a boot 
and shoe firm of this city offered a $500 piano 


as 6a special premium for the 
best jelly-cake made by a Sangamon 
County woman. Six hundred cakes were 


entered in the contest. When the Awarding 
committee got to work they inspected 599 
cakes and found them made after the regula- 
tion style. The other one was made by Mrs. 
Sam Willett of this city and was something 
original. It consisted of “ angels’ food,” 
with layers of jelly between the different sec- 
tions. This the committee decided was the 
best cake of the 600 and Mrs. Willett was 
awarded the piano. When thecomposition of 
Mrs. Willett’s cake became known there was 
dissatisfaction with the decision of the com- 
mittee. Mrs. Willett’s competitors contended 
that her cake was not a jelly-cake, but was 
simply an angel-food cake. Mrs. Willett on 
the other hand claimed the right to make her 
cake of whatever material she saw fit so long 
as che used layers of jelly init. Thirty of her 
competitors have signed a protest against the 
action of the commuttée, and the matter will 
be settled by the board. A special committee 
will be appointed to hear the testimony of ex- 
perts as to what constitutes a jelly-cake and 
make a report to the board.

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ANOTHER TASCOTT FOUND IN‘THE SOUTH. 


Millionaire Snell’s Alleged Murderer Held 
in a South Carolina Jail. 

Bamaury, 8S. C., Sept. 12.—[Special.]—A 
man supposed to be the notorious William B. 
Tascott, who murdered the millionaire Amos 
J. Snell in Chicago the night of Feb. &, 1888, 
was arrested here today by C. W. Stewart, a 
detective who claims to be from Washing- 
ton, Ia., and lodged in _ the station 
house. Stewart says he met the 
man tramping in Savannah, and assuming the 
guise of a tramp himself kept up with him 
until he was positive he had the right man, 
and on arriving here this morning had him 
arrested and detained by the local authorities. 
The man answers almost ‘the description of 
Tascott, is five feet nine inches high, weighs 
150 pounds, is silenderly built, has light 
brown hair, and blue eyes, scars on 
both elbows and right hip, and is 
about 25 years old. He says his 
name is Hardin, and that he was 
born and raised in Auburn, Ala., but .tells so 
many confused tales that no confidence is 
placed in his story. Mayor Copeland tele- 
graphed Police Inspector Marsh today, who 
wired in reply to have a picture made of the 
man and sent to him immediately. Detective 
Stewart is confident he has the famous Tascott, 
and if has will get the reward which was 
offered by Snell’s widow. The man under 
arrest will be detained until the Chicago offi- 
cers identify him or have him released. 

[A, J. Stone said he had no knowledge of the 
South Carolina suspect or of the Iowa detective 
who had caused his arrest.

The next I 
heard of him was what I saw in the papers 
about his attempt to defraud the Mfe insur- 
ance companies. He used my name without 
my knowledge. I knew nothing of it until the 
matter became public. My son’s name is 
Harry and not John. He is a bookkeeper and 
hot a medical student at Greencastle, Ind.” 


MAY ALLOW THE OPTION TO EXPIRE. 


The English Syndicate and the Chicago 


Cold Storage Plant. 

J. Ensign Fuller, who some time ago nego- 
tiated for the sale of the Chicago Cold Storage 
company plant to an English syndicate for 
$4,000,000, was at the Grand Pacific yesterday, 
and he said affairs had so shaped themselves 
that it looked as though the Englishmen 
would allow the option they attained to ex- 
pire and that American capital would conduct 
the enterprise. 

** American capital in plenty is ready to in- 
vest in the plant,” said Mr. Fuller, “and it 
looks now as though the people across the 
water will give way in favor of capitalists 
here. The cold storage building will be com- 
pleted in a month or six weeks and then we 
can tell better how affairs stand.”’ 

The Chicago C Storage company’s build- 
ing frogts on Canal street, the river, and 
Lake street, and has a total frontage of over 
half a mile. It isten stories high, and the 
company controls patents for a preserving 
process that will keep fresh any perishable 
article for any length of time. The building 
will contain a bank, an exchange hall, and 
offices that will be rented to produce dealers. 


DISLIKE BRIGHT-HUED ENVELOPES, 


Postoffice Officials Say They Hurt the Eyes 
and Make Work Slower. 

A new fad in fancy colored envelopes has 
made its appearance, and the result is loud 
coinplaint from the postoffice clerks who 
have to handle these envelopes in the mails. 
Yesterday Assistant Postmaster Hubbard re- 
ceived a communication from the Calumet 
company inclosing samples of envelopes the 
company has manufactured for sale in large 

uantities. The face of the envelope is a fac 
simile of the United States flag. The 
whole appearance of the envelope is dazzling 
to the eyes. The President of the paper com- 
pane asked the Postmaster if there was any 
aw prohibiting the mailing of the envelopes 
of prismatic hue, Mr. Hubbard consulted 
Supt. McGrath and found that there was noth- 
ing to prohibit the sending of the envelopes 
through the mails, but Capt. McGrath said 
the bright colored lines on the envelopes 
would hurt the eyes of the carriers and clerks 
and make the work of distribution much 
slower. It is presumed the envelopes are to 
be used by the P. O. S. A., the different p>lit- 
ical parties, and other organizations desirous 
of keeping the starry flag befure the public 
eye.

ASSESSMENTS MADE EASY | == 


WHAT THE NEW LAW WILL DO FOR 
THE POOKER PROPERTY-OWNERS. 


The Tax for Street Improvements No Longer 
to Bear Heavily on Those with Small 
Incomes—Popularity of the Latest Plan 
~Provisions of the Ordinance—How the 
City Streets Will Be Put in Order in 
Time for the World’s Fair. 


Mayor Washburne is determined to do 
everything in tis power to put the city iato 
good order in time for the World’s Fair. 
Some weeks ago he requested the Commis- 
sioner of Piblic Works to inspect and report 
on the condition of the streets within what is 
known as the general business district—that 


the south by Twenty-second street, on the 
north by North avenue, andon the west by 
Ashland avenue. 
overation of the Council every thoroughfare 

within this district in a poor state of repair 

will be repaved next summer and otherwise 

improved, The list has been already made 

out and isin the keeping of Supt. Burk. “As 

a rule most of the thoroughfares within the 

district named are in bad condition. The streets 

were once paved, but the pavements are now 

worn out, full of holes, ruts, etc. Time and 

again ordinances have been introduced in the 

Council for their repavement. Those ordi- 

nances have in most cases been passed, and 

have been reconsidered at the request of some 

property-owners who complained that they 

could not stand the expense, and those com- 

plaints were well founded in the greater por- 

tion of the district, where the property-owners 

are people of humble jncomes who cannot 

stand a heavy mulct. Repavement for them 

meant a mortgage. F 

No Ground for Complaints Now. 

But under the new Special Assessment In- 
stalment law there will be no longer any good 
ground for complaint about the’ assess- 
ment. Under this law the assessment 
will be divided into five annual 
installments, bearing annual interest at the 
rate of 6 percent. A property-owner can pay 
the full amount of his assessment if he so de- 
sires. On the other hand he need pay only 
one-fifth atthe time the work isdone. The 
other four-fifths are spread over four years. 
Thus improvement may be secured on what is 
called the easy payment plan. The humble 
property-owner may pay for his street-paving, 
in fact, out of his saving in the price of grog, 
or beer, vr tobacco. Improvement will thus 
be facilitated and promoted. 

There will be no longer, for instance, any 
valid excuse for the property-owners within 
the business district for st ag. to the re- 
pavement of worn-out streets and the Mayor 
will no doubt ‘oom for improvement. The 
Aldermen who thoroughly understand the new 
law will assist him and there is good reason 
to belive that the whole scheme of repavement 
will be carried out and that as far as its streets 
are concerned the city will be in good form to 
receive World’s Fair visitors. The only dif- 
ficulty that is likely to arise will be one from 
ignorance Of the nature of the new law. As 
already explained in the Trrsunz the law was 
passed at the last session at the instance of 
some large property-owners headed by Mr. 
Volney Foster of Evanston, Its principal 
provision is as follows: 

The New Law. 

Payment for any improvement done or per- 
formed under the provisions of this (special as- 
sessment instaiment) act shall be made in the fol- 
lowing manner: From the amount of the first 
payment when it shall be collected shall t be 
paid all the costs of making the said ent 
including court costs. The remainder of said 
payment shall then be paid to the person or per- 
sons entitled thereto on the contract for said 
work. The amount remaining due upon the 
contract for said improvement shall then be di- 
vided into four Saas pean. and the authorities of 
any city, incorpora town, or village shall issue 
a voucher to the person or persuns entifled there- 
to for each part, payable in the same order and 
manner that the installments are payable; and 
said vouchers shall bear the same rate of interest 
per annum that the said installments bear, which 
interest shall be paid the first day of July, Octo- 
ber, or January annually after their date, accord- 
ing to the date of the confirmation of the respect- 
ive assessments, to the person holding such 
voucher. Said vouchers shail be made payable to 
the order of the person or persons entitled there- 
to, and state the improvement and the install- 
ment for which they are issued. 

Four years ago an act to give effect to the 
installment plan was passed by the General 
Assembly, but it was found to be unworkable, 
and the amendment above quuted was drafted 
by.ex-Corporation Counsel M. W. Robinson. 
The terms are zo simple that they scarcely 
need explanation. 

What Mr. Aldrich Says. 

Since the law came into force July1 it has 
been applied in the case of some important 
improvements which, however, have not been 
yet completed. Commissioner Aldrich and 
Special Assessment Commissiuner Sheahan 
however, are quite sanguine as to the good 
effect of the measure. 

Mr. Aldrich said yesterday: “It is too 
early to speak as yet, but Ithink the lawisa 
good one, especially for the small, thrifty 
property-owner. It would embarrass the 
owner of a house and lot outin Hyde Park, 
who isalso paying interest, rhaps, on a 
mortgage, to pay for a sewer or for street pav- 
in front of his house if he 
plank down the full amount 

time the improvement 
But if he has only to pay a fifth 
down and a fifth next year he can 
easily stand it. If the contractor is 
paid, too, in the negotiable interest bearing 
vouchers provided for in this law, or, rather, 
in the amendment of the law, why, the work 
will be done as cheaply as for cash, for the 
vouchers will be worth their full face value. 
Now take it in the case of those property- 
owners in the West Division who have object- 
ed to repaving their worn-out, rutted streets 
because the whole cost of the repavement 
threatened to come down on them at once, I 
take it that those property-owners will wel- 
come the installment plan and withdraw their 
objections to the contemplated improvements. 
I am sure that the law willin this way promote 
progress. It will also tend to promote thrift 
among small property-owners. We are now 
trying to arrange a suitable voucher to meet 
the circumstances of the new law.” 

The New Law Decidedly Popular, 

Special Assessment Commissioner Sheahan 
says: “The new Jaw is. decidedly popular, 
judging from the way the Aldermen talk, 
Nearly ali the special assessment ordinances 
are drafted in this office, and now that the 
Council 1s about to convene I have visits from 
Aldermen every day who request that ordi- 
nances for improvements in their respective 
wards shall be drawn so as to secure the ad- 
vantages of the installment plan. They say it 
will beagreat boon to their constituents. 
Ald. Roth, who represents a large nymber of 
new owners out in the Thirteenth Ward, is 
especially enthusiastic about it. So also are 
Ald. Brookman, Ald. Noble, and Ald. Haynes. 
I think that when the other Aldermen under- 
stand the provisions of the act they will in- 
dorse itas heartily as those 1 have named. 
One of the Aldermen called on me recently to 
know whether all the improvements of a street 
could not be covered by one ordinance so as 
to get over the $15,000 proviso of the new law, 
such 18 the anxiety to take advantage of it. 
The $15,000 proviso, you know, is that which 
excludes from the benefit of the installment 
plan improvements where the aggregate of 
the assessment does not exceed $15,000, 1 
have asked Mr. Miller’s opinion as to the le- 
gality of what might be called the blanket 
ordinance. I think it can bedone. The law 
is a relief to the taxpayers. It imposes no 
additional burden on them. It keeps down 
the contract price of improvements, and will 
be generally applied in the future.” 

On the subject of a proper voucher it may 
be mentioned that one has already been pre- 
sented to the Controller, who has referred it 
to the Corporation Counsel.

M’GEOCH LARD-DEAL SUITS REVIVED. 


Plaintiffs Contest the Award in the Mil- 
waukee Speculator’s Favor. 

Mitwavxeeg, Wis., Sept. 12.—[Special. |—The 
old Wells-McGeoch Chicago lard deal of several 
years ago was revived in the Circuit Court to- 
day through suits growing out of it by George 
C. Eldredge and John Cudahy against Peter 
McGeoch. The whole matter, involving about 
$158,000, was referred some time since by the 
court to Glenway-Maxon as referee, whose re- 
port, filed June 13, found for McGeoch. June 
16 the defendant moved to confirm the report 
of the referee. July 6a motion was made to 
set aside the findings ana enter judgment in 
favor of the plaintiffs. The motions were ar- 
gued in the Circuit Court today and taken 
under advisément by Judge Johnson, whose 
decision will be rendered in time to get the 
case on the calendar for the January term of 
the Supreme Court, as an appeal from one 
side or the other is certain.

LARGE ASSESSMENT AGAINST THE CITY. 


Estimation of the Benefits from the Widen- 
ing of Congress Street. 

There is likely to be a lively time in the 
Finance committee of the Council at the next 
meeting over the widening of Congress street. 
The city is assessed $167,259 for that improve- 
ment, while the Auditorium company is as- 
sessed but $72,393 and the Illinois Central 
company $350. 

The Chairman of the Finance committee 
says the assessment is not fair. The city, he 
says, cannot stand it. When State street and 


Dearborn street were opened the city’s share 
of the assessment was but 2 per cent. Now it is 
30 per cent. It is of no avail that the city is 
assessed for the Lake Park frontage. 

If Chairman Cullerton and some other 
members of the Finance committee have tneir 
way the lawyers for the city will go into court 
and fight the assessment. According to Ald. 
Vierling several of the property-owners also 
will fight the assessment.

DAMP WEATHER ACCOMPANIES THE 
FORT SHERIDAN SAH00T. 


The Last Day’s Skirmish for the Infantry 
and Their Final Contest in the Army 
Competitions—Boys in Blue Turn Ont 
in the Wet—Sergt. Merwin's Surprising 
Score—Other Good Runs Made During 
the Day—The Records Made Yesterday. 


A drizzling rain was falling and theskies were 
threatening when the musketmen began to 
shoot at the Fort Sheridan range yesterday, 
but they were there to shoot. and shoot they 
did with a vengeance, as the scores show. 
Yesterday was the last day’s skirmishing for 
the infantrymen and also their last in the 
army competitions, 

Sergt. Byron Merwin, Company E, Fif- 
teenth,surprised every one with his phenomenal 
score of 148 points in his morning run. It 
was the best run ever made on the range, and 
wins for Merwia the James S. Kirk purse of 
$50 offered to the enlisted man making the 
best skirmish run. That is, unless some cav- 
alryman tomorrow surprises everybody by 
going one better. The contestants regard 
Merwin as a certain winner. 

Despite the rain the range was alive at an 
early hour with boys in blue, and long before 
the time set to begin every marksman-was on 
hand. There were a few whose records for 
the previous days were such that it was im- 
possible for them to get on the team, but 
there was the $50 purse, and no one relin- 

uished his claims until his last shot was 

red. The struggle for a berth on the 
army rifle team was stubbornly con- 
tested by the thirty-five infantrymen. 
It is the universally expressed opinion 
of those i charge of the range that the con- 
test has brought out better shooting than has 
ever been done in any previvus contest, 
and that the team as it now stands is stronger 
in every respect than any of its predecessors. 

When the shooting began there were twenty- 
five who had a possible chance for a place on 
the team. They were in earnest, and it was 
evident that the few spectators who had 
gathered to witness the first bout would 
be regaled with a specimen of every 
man’s best work, and they were 
not disappointed. Every shot was made with 
care; even “*Gunsling Dave” held his 
breath and took deliberate aim, but to no 
avail at so late a season, and the wiry man 
from the Department of the Platte goes home 
as void of honors as when he came. 


Among the Distinguished Marksmen, 


Among the distinguished men the fight. was 
not so intense, it being generally conceded 
that Sergt. Merwin would carry off the gold 
medal, while the two silver ones 
would fall to Sergt. J. W. Davis and 
Corporal Y. Sweinhart, with possibly 
a chance of Private A. W. Jones forging ahead 
into second or third place. Jones is quite an 
interesting character, having been in the 
service thirty-one years; is quite an old man, 
but still shoots well, and rounded up his work 
by finishing fourth among the distinguished 
riflemen. 

When the morning run was complefed it 
was found that Sergt. Merwi@ had broken the 
record. The following exceptional ra@s were 
also made: Sergt. J. Quinn, 146; @orporal 
J. O’Halen, 121; Lieut. Ramsey, 132; Lieut. 
O’Brien, 123; Sergt. F. D. Powell, 126; Sergt. 
F. Rose, 113: Sergt. A. C. Austin and Sergt. 
J. W. Davis, 132. 

When the afternoon shooting began the 
weather had cleared and the final test was 
soon over, Sergt. Merwin added another 134 
points to his score, making his average for the 
day 141, firmly establishing himself at the 
head of the distinguished riflemen with a total 
score of 570. Sergt. J. W. Davis, Company 
B, Sixteenth, came second with a score of 556, 
and Corporal V. Sweinhart, Company D, 
Twenty-second, third, with 546 points. 

Ainong the contestants for places on the 
army rifle team Sergt. F. Rose, Company A, 
Eighteenth, scored 136, making his average for 
the day 125, and his total forthe four days 
589, but eight points less than the biggest 
score ever made with a rifle, which was 597, 
made by Lieut. Ramsey at Fort Bayard last 
year. Sergt. F. D. Pawell made 112 in the 
afternoon, making bie Btsonne for the day 119 
and his total 583, winning for him the second 
place on the team. The run that elicited by 
far the most surprise was Lieut. O’Brien’s 
score of 136 points, which, together with his 
score of 123 in the forenoon, made 
his ‘sy for the day 130, Thursday 
morning ©’Brien ranked thirty-first among 
the army rifle men. When he fired his 
last shot last —_ he was seventh, had a place 
on the team with a silver medal, and had so 
far won two gold medals—the Chicago Herald 
medal offered to the officer maki the high- 
est total skirmish score and the Sburly com- 
pany’s medal to the officer making the highest 
single skirmish run. O’Brien’s total score in 
skirmishing is 242 and his single score for a 
single run 136, 

Others Who Are Probably Winners. 


It is not expected that any of the cavalry 
officers to shoot tomorrow will seriously en- 
danger ’Brien’s chances for the much 
coveted trophies, Serat. F, Rose 
will in l probability be 
richer than when he came from the plains of 
Texas, The Chicago Herald purse of $100 for 
the highest total score in both known dis- 
tances and skirmish firing made by an enlisted 
man is so far his, won by his score of 589, and 
Tae Carcaco Trisung purse of $100 for the 
highest total skirmish score by an enlisted 
man is 4 rp! won by his skirmish score 
of 251, fore either of the two purses can 
be won by a cavalryman an average of 151 
or over must be made tomorrow, and while it 
is ane impossible no one regards it as prob- 
able.

RACES REPORTED FROM A BALLOON, 


Latest Move in the Fight Between the 
Dwyers and the Western Union. 

New Yorn, Sept. 12.—[Special.]—Monday the 
fall meeting of the Brooklyn Jockey club will 
open at the Gravesend track and the Dwyers will 
renew their fight against the pool-rooms and the 
Western Union with increased vigor. While all 
the race-track managers appreciate the fact that 
the pool-rooms are figuratively sapping their 
hearts’ blood, Phil Dwyer was the first to try to 
check the evil, He dispossessed the Western 
Union Telegraph company, cut all the wires lead- 
ing into his track, and did everything in his 
power to prevent the pool-rooms from getting re- 
turns. How the gates were barred at Gravesend 
in the spring and how tne operators and the poo!l- 
room men schemed to circumvent the force of 
Pinkerton detectives employed to checkmate 
them is still fresh in the memory cf the public. 

This autumn Dwyer, profiting by the experi- 
ences of the spring, has taken means to thwart 
the enomy. The Western Union Telegraph com- 
pany, being the active agent of the pool-rooms at 
the tracks, is hisenemy, To shut out the opera- 
tors, who spied from the old hotel a Oppo- 


site the track entrance, Mr. Dwyer bad a 
monster fence built, making it impag@ible for 
anyone who stands in the capola to see the finish 
of arace. The same bas been done near the tura 
into the backstretch, where a frame house over- 
looked the track, and also at the great Boulevard 
Hotel. Apparently the operators are shut out un- 
less a big storm comes up and blows down 
Dwyer’s monster fences. 

But the Western Union people have not been 
idle. Mitchell and Griffith, the men who have 
charge of affairs for the selegtaph company, don't 
mind a little thing like a thirty or forty-foot 
fence. They will look over that fence from a bal- 
loon. Unless something happens to change the 
arrangement the results of the races at Gravesend 
Monday will be telegraphed to the city from a 
balloon overlooking thetrack.

There wasa 6,000 crowd at Garfield Park 
yesterday to see some fair racing, relieved by 
one first-class struggle before the stand, be- 


Lincoln Handicap at one mile and a quarter, 
and worth $1,900 to the winner. 

Aloha had perhaps the least public support 
of any horse in the race. The beating Verge 
d’Or gave him last Wednesday was well re- 
membered. No consideration for Aloha’s 
ability to goa distance was out. Verge d’Or 
had giyen Aloha a fifteen-pound beating at 
even weights Wednesday and he couldn’t be 
beaten three days later, figured the talent. Its 
figures were wrong. Aloha gave Verge d'Or 
as signal a defeat yesterday under dilliculties 
as he received Wednesday. 

Guido, at 4 and 5 to 1, was well backed and 
finished between thom. He got some public 
support, though tons of money went on the 
favorite proposition, Verge d’Or and Overton, 
at 4 to 6, 

Going around the turn after winning Cas 
Sloan fell off Aloha’s back. He was as ex- 
hausted as the horse, and did it to get away 
from the rail into which Alohaswerved. That 
gave the judges a chance to give the race to 
Guido, but it wasn’t accepted after Sloan’s ex- 
planation. 

The race was a good and fast one, being run 
in 2:10 on a track far from good after its new 
dirt coat and the rain. 

Another Blow tor the Talent. 

Beside Verge d’Or one other favorite, Buck- 
hound, was beaten by the 10 to 1 shot, Gov. 
Porter, and the talent’s wounds opened afresh. 

The Kendall Stable of Van Buren fame 
also turned one of its periodical tricks by 
beating Alturos at 8 to 5, with Ceverton at 3 
and 5tol, Goodale rode Ceverton well, but 
Andy McCarthy on Alturos displayed no ener. 
gy and ceased totry half way down thestretch. 
Ceverton was more than well backed from 5 
to 1 down to 3 tol. Alturos opened at 7 
to 5, fell to evens, and rose to 8 and 9to5 at 
the post, The Kendall money must have gone 
on hard, for the ring showed a sharp effect, 

Three favorites landed their races. They 
were Fan King and Mary McGowan at evens 
and Little Rock at8to 5. All three carried 
hundredweights of money. Overton rode 
Fan King, Hethawns was on Mary McGowan, 
Goodale on Ceverton, C. Sloan on Aloha, H. 
Williams on Gov. Porter, and Fink on Little 
Rock. 

Fan King, with Overton up, was the wise 
choice for the opening seven-furlong selling 
race. Cyrus, a trick from Buffalo, with 
Jockey J. Weber, the Eastern lightweight, up, 
got some backing at5and 4tol. Once away 
only this pair was in the race, Fan King run- 
ning in a hard gallop down the stretch by a 
length and a half. Zeke Hardy came from 
behind and was third, a length behind Cyrus. 

The second race was at a mile with lght- 
weights, and Mary McGowan was the natural 
favorite, opening at 6 to 5 and closing at 
evens and off half the boards. Falerna at 7 to 
1, Royal Flush at 5 to 1, and Upman at6 to 1 
cot some support.

WASHINGTON PARK PLANS FOR 1893. 


Secretary Brewster's Grand Racing Pro- 
gram Is Adopted. 

The Executive committee of the Washington 
Park club had a two hours’ meeting last night, 
with President William Henry Wheeler to the 
chair. Secretary Brewster's grand racing program 
for 1893 went through after it bad been thoroughly 
discussed. Here are its big events: 

The American Derby; guarantced valde $60,000, 
$50,000 to first, $7,000 to second, $3,000 to third. 
For 3-year-olds, foals of 1893, 00 each, $200 for- 
feit. $25 if declared by Feb. 1, 1893, or 0 if by 
April 1, 1893. Winners of a $,000stake penalized 
3 pounds; winners of a stake worth $10,000 or 
three or more 3-year old stakes, 5 pounds, Maid- 
ens allowed 7 pounds. One mile and one-half. 

The Queen Isabella Stakes, a sweepstakes for 
fillies, 3 years oid (fvals of 1890), $200 each, h. f. ; 
or only $20 if declared out on or before Feb. 1, or 
$40 April 1, 1893. All declarations void unless ac- 
companied with the money; with $10,000 added, 
the second to receive $2,000 and the third $1,000 
out ofthe stakes. A winner of any #year-old 
stake race tothe value of $2,000 to carry three 
pounds; of one of $5,000, or three or more 3-year- 
old stake races of any value, five’ pounds extra. 
Maidens allowed seven pounds. Ofie mile, 

The Sheridan Stakes added money was increased 
from $1,000 to %,000. Ibis for 3-yearlds at one 
and one-quarter miles, as usual Twenty or 
more valuabie stakes for 2 and 3-year-olds will be 
made up, 

Among These is to be a guaranteed stake of 
$25,000 for 2-year-olds, and the Columbus Handi- 
cap, for 3-year-olds and upwards, worth $25,000 to 
the winner. 

There was no discussion as to the length of the 
1893 meeting. It will begin about the middle of 
June and probably run fifty days. The 1893 stakes 
close Oct. 15, 1891. 

The program for 1392 was also brightened up 
with new and increased values. _ The,meeting will 
run the usual twenty-five days, begifning June 25. 
There will be increased added money in The 
Wheeler, Oakwood, and Great Western Handi- 
caps and Boulevard and other stakes. The Hyde 
Park Stakes is left with the usual $5,000 added, and 
the added money in the Kenwood, Lakeside, and 
Drexel Stakes was raised from $1,000 to $1,500 in 
each, For the meeting $120,000 will be added in 
stakes and purses. 

A committee was given power to arrange for ad- 
ditions to the stands and betting ring. The idea 
is to increase the seating capacity some §&,000 
by adding to the depth and length of the present 
grand stand. 

The places for the 1893 meeting, carried out on 
present lines, will give Chicago the grandest race 
meeting ever held in the country.

COEN CUTTING ALREADY BEGUN IN 
SOME STATES, 


Two More Weeks of Warm Weather Will 
Assure Its Safety and a Generous Yield 
—Damage by Frost So Far Not Serious— 
All the Crops of the Country in a Gen- 
erally Prosperous Condition, Except in 
the uth, Where Cotton Has Been 
Greatly Injared by Rust and Werms. 

Wasurxeror, D. C., Sept. 12.—The follow- 
ing is the weather crop bulletin of the Weath- 
er Bureau of the Department of Agriculture 

for the week ending Sept. 12: 

Temperature—The week has been cool gen- 
erally over the country east of the Rocky 

Mountains and over the entire corn and cot 

ton regions, where warm weather was most 


desirable, the average daily temperature be-- 


ing from 4° to 6° below the normal. It was 
slightly warmer than usual in Minnesota, the 
Dakotas, and thence westward to the Pacific 
coast, the greatest excess in temperature oc- 
curring in Southern California, where the 
daily temmperature was from 6° to 10° higher 
than usual. Light frosts occurred during the 
week at extreme Northern stations and in 
Western Nebraska, but they did not occur 
within the principal coro-producing States, 
where the warm, dry weather during the latter 
part of the week must have been favorable to 


the crop. } 

Rainfall—There has been an excess of rain- 
fall during the week, generally in New 
England, the Middle Atlantic States, over 
Lake Erie, and in Florida. Slight excesses 
also occurred at Northern Rocky Mountain 
stations and on the Pacitic coast, the rainfall 
being light in the latter region. Little rain 
fell during the week in the central valleys, al- 
though limited areas of excess are reported 
in Alabama, Indian Territory, Kansas, ana 
Minnesota. There was a total absence of rain 
in Texas, Illinois, and the greater portion of 
_the Upper Lake region. The rainfall was 
_ heavy in Florida, over four inches being re- 
ported at Tampa and seven inches at Jack- 
son ville. 

In the Atlantic Coast States. 


General remarks: New England—Light 
frosts on &th and 9th in lowlands; little dam- 
age. Corn cutting begun and the crop 1s 
- gbove the average; potato rot not increasing; 
cranberry crop is estimated at slightly below 
the average. 

New York—Seeding well advanced. Buck- 
wheat harvest begun; large crop. Some corn 
cut. Some potato rot, but prospects good. 
Hops and grapes below average. Tobacco 
needs two weeks to mature. 

Pennsylvania—The cool nights were un- 
favorable to the maturing of corn and tobacco. 
The latter is being cut as rapidly as possible 
- gnd promises the largest and finest crop ever 
raised in this State. Potatoes are about all 
lifted; little rot. A heavy buckwheat crop. 
Seeding proper will begin next week. 

New Jersey—The cool wet weather has 
greatly retarded plowing and seeding, and 
maturing of fruit, vine truck, and corn. 
Pastures are much improved in all sections. 
Potatoes are yielding well, and but little rot 
is reported.

MICHIGAN’S OUTLOOK BRIGHT. 


Corn Almost Out of Danger and Other 
Crops Fiourishing Finely. 
Lansine, Mich., Sept. 12.—(Special.j—The 
weekly bulletin of the Michigan weather 
serv'ce indicates that the weather conditions 
of the last week have been too coo) for the 
rapid development of corn and that. ten days 
will be required yet to place the entire crop 
out of danger. From special reports made by 
the observers it appears that corn-cutting has 
begun in many pieces of early corn and that 
it will be general next week. Some late pieces 
will not be ready before the 22d _ inst. 
There has been but little rainfall 
during the week except in the. south- 
east portion of the State. This 
has been favorable to the potato crop, a8 In 
many sections the ground was too wet, and 
from the northern sections few reperts were 
received of the rotting of potatoes in the 
ground. Light frosts were reported from the 
interior portions of the State on the 8th and 
9th, and on the 6th in Ottawa County on the 
lowlands, but no material damage was done. 
Wheat seeding is progressing steadily, and a 
large portion of the seeding is finished. In 
Branch and St. Joseph Counties it has been 
too dry for good seeding, and more rain 14 
this section would be beneficial. Some few 
localities report oats still in the field and too 
wet to be drawn in or thrashed, but they will 
undoubtediy be secured this week. 


DEPRESSING TO COTTON - GROWERS. 


Great Injury to the Crop from Cold Weath- 
er, Worms, and Rust. 

Sr. Louts, Mo., Sept. 12.—Reports from the 
cotton districts this week show little change 
in the condition of the staple, but they con- 
firm the unfavorable reports received last 
week. They show that the cold weather in the 
Middle States, the drought in Texas, and rain 
in the Southeast did fully as much damage as 
was estimated seven days ago, and in some 
localities the injury to the plant is shown to 
have been greater than was then indicated. 

The closest investigation shows that the 
damage resulting from unfavorable weather 
—worms and rust—has reduced the prospects 
of Aug. 1 from 20 to SO per cent, and the 
prospects for the top crop are poor. The plant 
in Texas has sufferea severely from continued 
drought, and the estimated yield is one-third 
ofabale tothe acre. The cool weather in 
Arkansas has done material damage, while in 
Mississippi the cotton continues to shed, and 
rust and worms are still doing some injury to 
tne plant. Louisiana reports indicate no 
change; prospects for a top crop poor. 

The rain in Alabame and Georgia Thursday 
has helped the young Cotton in the bottoms of 
AJabama, but in Georgia the rain will stain 
the cotton and retard the packing. 

The crop in North Carolina and the northern 
portion of South Carolina has been somewhat 
improved, but in the southern part of South 
Carolina the plant has been damaged 30 to 50 
per cent. 


Iowa’s Corn Crop Will Be Short. 

Des Mornzs, Ia., Sept. 12.—This week’s 
bulletin of the lowa weather and crop service 
sums up the corn situation as follows: About 
one-third is suffimently matured to cut and 
shock, and substantially saf> from serious 
harm by frost. Kight to ten warm days will 
place two-thirds beyond danger; the remain- 
ing third needs all of Séptember and part of 
October to get through. The present outlook 
does not warrant the expectation of securi 
more than 70 per cent of the vrop in aan 
condition. The potato harvest began witha 
heavy yield.’ Plowing and seeding of fall 
grain are in progress. 


Dakota Wheat En Route to Duluth, 
Granp Forss, N. D., Sept. 12.—[Special. ]— 
Two special trains containing eighty cars of 
No. 1 hard wheat, grown in the Red River Val- 
ley, passed through Grand Forks today on the 
Northern Pacific from Dakota points north of 
this city. 


BARON HIRSCH’S STUPENDOUS SCHEME, 


Millions to Aid Persecuted Jews—Magnifi- 
cent Project in the Interest of Hamanity. 


Lonpvox, Sept. 11.—[New York Times Ca- 
ble. |—The articles of association which will 
formally launch Baron Hirs¢n’s munificent 
scheme of benefaction to the poor and op- 
pressed of his rage have been published. It 
takes the form of a limited liability company 
ealled “ The Jewish Colonization Associa- 
tion,’’ registered, the office of which will be in 
London, Its nominal capital is £2,000,000, 
in 20,000 shares of £100 each. 

Of these Baron Maurice de Hirsch sub- 
scribes to 19,990. Seven Hebrew  gen- 
tlemen are named in the articles as 
owning one share each, Lord Roths- 
child, Sir Julian Goldsmid, Ernest John 
Cassel, F. D. Mocatta, and Benjamin Louis 
Cohen, all of London, and Solomon Reinach 
and S. H. Goldschmidt of Paris. This leaves 
three shares unallotted, and doubtless these 
will be offered to representatives of the United 
States and Germany. 

The objects of the association are as they 
have been generally understood ; that is, to as- 
sist the emigration of Jews from countries in 
Europe and Asia where they are subjected to 
special taxes and disabilities to other parts of 
the world, and establish colonies in North and 
South Atnerica for agricultural and commer 
cial purposes. No colonies will be attempted 
in Europe. The association takes to itself 
full rights to carry on trade, commerce, and 
all industrial operations which may facilitate 
the objects of the company, to purchase prop- 
erty, tu negotiate securities, etc. 

‘The whole property of the company and the 
income arising from it are consecrated solely 
to the work in view. None of it can ever be 
taken, directly or indirectly, as a dividend or 
bonus. If upon the winding up or dissolution 
of the company any property remains it is not 
to be distributed among the members, but 
transferred to some other Jewish institution 
with similar objects, to be used for the benefit 
of, the Jewish community residing out of 
Europe and needing pecuniary aid. In the 
event of such dissolution all persons who at 
the time hold lands granted them or their 
predecessors in title by the company shall be 
released from further obligation of annual or 
other payments to the company, and the same 
is true of those to whom advances have been 
made. 

Not more than half of the capital is to be 
applied to acquiring property, buying lands, 
erecting buildings, etc. The rest is to be ap- 
plied to expenses of transport and otherwise 
to assisting emigrants. Money not in active 
use will be invested in public securities of 
Pagiand, France, Belgium, Holland, Ger- 
many, or the United States. 

The governing body will be a Council of 
Administration, consistang of from three to 
six men, who need not necessarily be mem- 
bers of the company and who will be elected 
for five years. These will have no salaries, 
but will have their actual expenses. This 
council will appoint directors, three or less in 
number, who will get salaries and be required 
to have no interest whatever in any business 
and devote their whole time to the work of 
the company. 


PLOT TO RESCUE MURDERER ALMY. 


Friends of the Man Who Killed Christie 
Warden Planning His Escape. 


Mancnester, N. H., Sept. 12.—{Special. ]— 
It is the opinion of some of the State officials 
here that a few of Almy’s (or Abbott’s) old- 
time confederates are plotting to aid the mur- 
derer to escape from the county jail. Harry 
Preble, who was recently arrested for several 
small forgeries and who now occupies a cell 
in the same building with Almy, is thought to 
be one of those most interested iu the plot. 
Preble pretends to know nothing about the 
murderer, but many incidents lead the offi- 
cers to believe that he had some connection 
with Almy in former days and that he has in- 
tentionally courted arrest and imprisonment 
in order to help his old-time companion. Now 
that he is in jail he seemns cheerful and con- 
tented, and though he can easily obtain bail 
which would give him his freedom he makes 
no attempt todoso. Since his imprisunment 
he has sent telegrams to men in Springfield, 
Montreal, and Danen. All these telegrams 
have read: 

“Trouble ; answer at once.” 
” @; come at once.” 

All have been signed “J. C,”" The scheme 
most likely to be attempted, from the fact 
that Preble remainsin his cell, is for these 
confederates to call at the jail to see Preble

‘The extravagant view ex- 
‘ed by the Hamburger correspondent. on 
“ the Cossack stroke on the Bosphorus ”’ is 
ridiculed here. The fact that the German offi- 
cial press is giving the widest publicity to 
what it affects ta regard as a possible coup by 
orders from St. Petersburg is simply indica- 
tive that the relations between Germany and 
Russia are becoming still more strained. The 


significance of this talk is purely political. 

The St. Petersburg correspondent of the 
Times says: 

“Preparations are being made for a two- 
year general mobilization of all forces in 
April, 1898. It only remains to complete the 
equipment of the troops: with small calibre 
rifles, which:could be turned out quickly by 
Russian factories if required.”’ 

While Russia is creating such a commotion 
in Eastern Europe it is operating with far 
more serious real possibilities in Asia. 
‘Aroused by its operations on the Af- 
ghan frontier the Government of In- 
dia has sent a commission to re- 
port on the defenses in the north. The com- 
mission declares it is imperatively necessary 
to effect a reform in that region and .to rear- 
range the whole defense of the frontier. The 
government must strengthen the station, re- 
inforce the garrisons, and construct an entire- 
ly new line of fort works if the Russian inva- 
sions are to be successfully resisted. Gen. 
Sir Frederick Roberts, Commander-in-Chief 
ofthe army in India, states that the work 
must be done whatever the cost may be, and 
that the need of it is immediate and impera- 
tive. |

The advanced trades unionists have won all 
around in the Newcastle Labor Congress, 
which closed today, with the exception of the 
eight-hour question, which the local quarrels 
among the delegates leave in a somewhat hazy 
situation. Every resolution adopted by the 
congress forces the loaders in the Liberal 
party to fall into the line of labor reform. 
John Burns, who represents the advanced 
section of the labor union, said today: * I am 
more than delighted with the results achieved 
by the advanced section of the congress.

Keeping Jews Out of Palestine. 

A correspondent at Odessa reports that 
under the orders of the -Sultan the Turkish 
authorities are rigidly executing the edict 
against the Jews who are emigrating from 
Russia to Palestine. Over 1,000 Russian Jews 
were refused permission to land at Jafia last 
week and were sent back to Odessa. The 
porte has offered to Baron Hirsch permission 
to settle atixed number of Russian Jews in 
Palestine in return for the payment of 
exorbitant head-money. Baron Hirsch, driven 
by the necessity of the situation, and eager to 
help his race at any-cost, will probably assent 
to the Sultan’s outrageous demands. In the 
meantime Pera is crowded with destitute 
Jews, who have been unable to proceed. The 
committee on relief provides shelter for these 
unhappy people, and gives to each adult 5 
pence and to each child 244 pence daily to ena- 
ble them to provide themselves with enough 
food to prevent starvation. A dispatch from 
Berlin says that acceding to Herr Bleichroder’s 
request Chancellor von Caprivi has instructed 
the agent of the Argentine Republic to ask his 
government to supvort the Jewish Colonizing 
committee. 

Balmaceda’s Drafts Stopped. 

Sefior Equiluse, Secretary of the Chilean 
Legation in London under President salimace- 
da, informs the Foreign Office that he still 
continues to represent Chile under the pro- 
visional government. He claims that Sefor 
Augustin Ross, as the authorized representa- 
tive of the Junta, has been legally recognized 
by the chancery decisions arrestirg the finan- 
cial operations between Balmaceda and sev- 
eral firms. Thus Ross stopped the payment 
of adraft of £10,000 drawn by Williamson, 
Balfour & Co. of Valparaiso on a Liverpool 
firm and indorsed .by Sefior Godoy, 
former Minister of Foreign  Afiairs 
in Chile, for Balmaceda; drafts of 
£6,000 drawn 6n a city bank and various other 
drafts amounting to £25,000 between London 
and Paris firms. It is estimated that Balma- 
ceda held £250,000 thus distributed, all of 
which is claimed as belonging to Chile and 
the new government. 

A dispatch from Paris states that dispatches 
received at the Chilean Legation in that city 
state that a decree has been published at San- 
tiago de Chile announcing that the coming 
election for the Presidency and for members 
of Congress will proceed upon the plan of 
universal suffrage. ‘ 

Debts of the Nobility in Russia. 


During the next month no fewer than 874 
estates belonging to different members of the 
nobility in Russia will be sold by auction at 
the instance of the State Bank, which holds 
mortgages over them, These estates are situ- 
ated in thirty-nine governments of Russia in 
Europe. Nothing can better indicate the des- 
perate straits into which the land of the no- 
bility of Russia is rapidly drifting in spite of 
the banques de la nobiesse established and 
fostered by the present ministerial régime 
than these foreclosure sales, which will 
assuredly not nearly cover the enormous 
advance made by the State Bank, because 
not oniy the Jews, but all foreigners, or for- 
eign syndicates, are now unable to . acquire 
landed property in Russia. The ministerial 
department of imperial domains and Apana- 
ges has during recent years taken over a 
considerable nurnber of these bankrupt es- 
tates, but it is impossible that this course 
shall continue longer. Still, by wisely elab- 
orated economic measures, the crown might 
take over a majority of these Jands in trust 
and apportion them among the peasant hold- 
ers or syndicates of peasants whose present 
holdings are inadequate to the support of the 
generation which has arisen since the act of 
emancipation and the division of the land 
made by that measure. 


Y. M. C. A. Statistics. 

The World’s Young Men’s Christian Asso- 
ciation has just completed its annual table of 
statistics. From this it appears that there are 
in Great Britain and Ireland 756 centers and 
78,000 members, In London there are 65 
associations, with a membership of 10,000 and 
an annual cost of $150,000. Exeter Hall, with 
1,500 members, costs $60,000 a year. Liver- 
pool has 3,000 members and costs but -$16,000 
a year. Manchester with 2,500 members costs 
but $11,000 a year. Germany has more asso- 
ciations than England, and in the United 
States there are 1,305 centers, having a mem- 
bership of 222,000. Taking the entire world 
the report estimates that there are over 4,400 
Young Men’s Christian Associations in exist- 
ence, with an aggregate mem bership of 390,000. 

The French Army Maneuvers. 

The four French army corps engaged in the 
maneuvers are now joined and act as a single 
army against the skeleton of an invading 
force. The march of the 100,000 men has 
commenced toward the northeast. The troops 
moved in splendid order and were fully 
equipped. The pian settled upon beforchana 
by the general staff worked with precision 
and certainty and elicited the highest praise 
from foreign officers. Intense heat prevails. 

Natives Beaten by German Troops. 

The Berliner Tageblatt today publishes a 
dispatch from Zanzibar stating that Capt. 
Zalewsky’s corps has had a desperate fight 
with a large body of natives and that the Ger- 
inans were victorious. According to this dis- 
patch the battle referred to took place during 
the month of August and some distance in the 
interior. The natives who made the attack 
were repulsed with heavy loss. During the 
engagement ten Germans were killed, and, in 
addition, many of the native allies of the Ger- 
mans lost their lives. 

Amnesty to Italians. 

The King of Italy has signed the decree of 
amnesty for all those who, being abroad, 
have failed to perform their military service 
from the class of 1848 to that of 1872. Those 
belonging to these classes who have been 
liable to penalties for avoidmg their duty can 
now visit their native land without fear of 
molestation for that cause.

SNUBBED THE AMERICANS 


UNITED STATES VISITORS TO HOM- 
BURG TREATED SHABBILY.

The Crusade Receives the Indorsement of 
the Prince of Wales—Some of the Few 
Who Were Honored with Royal Favor— 
Gouging Operations at the Bayreuth 
Festival—Good Cause for Tourists to 
Grumble—News from Abroad,

Lonpoxs, Sept. 12.—Americans returning 
hero from Germany have two sources of bit- 
ter complaint. First, the deliberate crusade 
made this season by the swell Eng!ishat Hom- 
berg against Americans. Never since Hom- 
berg became an Anglo-American resort have 
the contingents from thése countries mixed 
80 little socially as this year. The word seems 
to have been passed around that Americans 
were to be snubbed. 

While, perhaps, it is going too far to assert 
that the Prince of Wales instigated this move, 
it certainly had his indorsement, and was ex- 
ecuted with the rigid obedience which his so- 
cial decrees usually command. The aversion 
shown to the American contingent was far too 
pronounced to be ignored. 

Nor was this ostracism entirely confined to 
Americans, for it included English people 
who, purely for their own advantage, habit- 
ually surrounded themselves with rich Amer- 
icans. The Times printed this week an evi- 
dently imspired letter from’ Homburg, at- 
ternpting to console the snubbed Britishers, in 
which it said: 

‘The English sparrow is being pushed out 
of its nest by the American cuckoo, Our only 
revenge is to be found in the convic- 
tion that if we are disliked on the conti- 
nent Americans are more disliked. They have 
inherited our unpopularity abroad, for they 
are more unsympathetic and aggressive than 
ourselves. 

“The special aggravation of the Yankee 
voice and accent further embitters their rela- 
tions with less strident races. It is useless 
having Chicago exhibitions and pretending 
that Columbus was mght and wise in discov- 
ering America, unless people can be educated 
or medical science uproot their national voice, 
which is at present a blight on all sovial rela- 
tions and has hitherto made American diplo- 
macy at foreign courts im possible.”’ 

At any rate, voice or voice, the American 
at Homburg is omnipresent. Youths and 
maidens, after the example of their English 
cousins, devote themselves with much energy 
and success to lawn tennis and other outdoor 
exercises with the utmost advantage to their 
physique, which under more healthy influences 
is losing the delicate, fine drawn character 
which used to be the fashion in New York and 
Brooklyn. A race of athletic American giris 
is arising which will worthily rival the British 
race, from which they spring. America is to 
be congratulated on the change. 

Three or four Americans only have been 
permitted to give evidence of their distin- 
guished pusition in the Prince’s regard by of- 
fering him invitations to dinner -which they 
knew would be accepted. Foremost among 
these was the Marquise de Montegliari, who 
was favored with special royal attention. 

Mrs. Mackay, of course, received the usual 
consideration from the Prince, but she is 
looked upon as ybelonging to the English 
colony rather than to the American. 

Miss Colt, who has achieved an internation- 
al reputation as an American beauty, has also 
been honored with marked royal favor. She, 
her mother and stepfather, Mr. and Mrs. 
Markham, have been specially invited to 
lunch with the Prince at Ritter’s Park Hotel. 
These exceptions only made the rule more 
obvious. Asa geheral thing Americans were 
treated with less -consideration at Homburg 
this year than ever Defore. 

The second cause for complaint 1s that the 
residents of Bayreuth have been. gouging 
American visitors in the matter of seats for 
the Wagner festival. The grumbling from 
the Wagnerian societies of Europe and Ameri- 
ca has been provoked by a just cause. Specu- 
lation has taken the place of that quiet sim- 
plicity which made the Wagner festival differ- 
ent from any musical function. Everything, 
it is complained, is being done to destroy the 
real traditions of the place, and Wagner is 
being vulgarized out of recognition in the one 
place where his memory ought to be held 
most sacred. When “ Parisifal’’ was per- 
formed at Bayreuth Tannhauser burlesqued 
Nuremberg. This in a country which claims 
to be considered at the forefront of artistic 
progress. 

Funeral of Maj. Bundy. 


The Champagne left Paris today crowded. 
Among its passengers were H. S. Herriman, 
Count Festilechs, Miss Helen Herriman, Mr. 
and Mrs. Dinsmore, Miss Helen Chase, Mr, 
and Mrs. Edward Morgan Jr., Mr. and Mrs, 
Hollander, Miss B. S. May, Mr. Gilmore, and 
Miss Pendleton. It also carried away the 
body of Maj. Bundy, who died Wednesday of 
Bright’s disease at the Grand Hotel. Maj. 
Bundy arrivedon Thursday week from En- 
giand on his way to Switzerland. The same 
day he called at the United State» Legation 
and left his card for Minister Reid, who asked 
him todine for Monday, Receiving no re- 
ply up to the day. of the dinner 
Minister Reid asked his secretary to 
call at the Grand Hotel and see if all was 
right. When Col. Bailly Blanchard, the 
secretary, arrived there he found Maj. 
Bundy unconscious abed. Theonly sign of 
life was the quivering of his hands. At once 
Mr. Blanchard sent for the servant, who said 
that a day previous he had comeinto the room 
and had found Maj. Bundy prostrate on the 
floor in a terrible condition, but, al- 
though seriously ,ill, he refvsed to have 
a doctor. He called in Mr. Blanchard, 
who sent fora physician, who said he could 
not recover, and that if consciousness returned 
he could only live in a paralytic condition for 
a few days. 

Minister Reid called daily, but Maj. Bundy 
never recovered consciousness. His remains 
were seat tothe American Church, Avenue 
Alma, A telegram was sent to Liverpool to 
Mr. Chauncey Depew, who was the friend of 
the deceased, but it missed him, as also did 
another sent to Queenstown. A cable was 
likewise sentto Cul, Elliott F. Shepard, but 
from hirn also no reply was received, and, at 
the instance of Cornelius Vanderbilt and Mrs. 
Niven, it was resolved to send Maj. 
Bundy’s body at once back to New 
York. Accordingly yesterday the service 
was read over the body. There 
vere present in the church Minister and Mrs. 
Reid, Solomon Hirsch, United States Minister 
to Turkey: Mrs. Niven, sister of Mrs. W. K. 
Vanderbilt; Col. Bailly Blanchard, Countess 
de Sers, Guernesy Mitchell, and the two nurses 
who had attended the deceased. The prayers 
om read by the Rev. Maas, assistant chap- 
ain. 

The coffin was covered with flowers sent by 
Mrs. Whitelaw Reid, Mrs. Niven, and Mrs. 
Chauncey Depew. In the afternoon Col. 
Blanchard, representing the legation, conveyed 
the coffin to the Gare St. Lazare. It arrived 
at Havre in time for this morning’s 
boat, and is sent directed to the care 
of Col. Elliot Shepard. The deceased was 
conneeted for twenty years with the Mail and 
Express. He was grogmsman at Chauncey 
Depew’s wedding. 

Long Trip on a Coach. 

After a nine days’ trip on the top of his own 
coach accompanied by three friends, C. Davis 
English of Philadelphia has returned to 
London. His diary, which is interesting, 
shows the distances traveled as follows: Aug. 
29, 2434 miles; Aug. 20,1244; Aug. 31, 28%; 
Sept. 1, stormy, kept indoors; Sept. 2, 18%; 
Sept, 3, 224; Sept. 4, 14; Sept. 5, 3144; Sept. 
6. 21; total, 178 miles; cost of entire trip, 
$230.75. Mr. English and companions saw 
some of the most delightful English country 
scenery and dined at splendid old inns. 

Arrangements for Grevy’s Funeral. 

It has been decided by the government that 
ex-President Grévy’s funeral shall take place 
in Paris at the expense of the State. The 
Ministers who have been selected to go to 
Mont Sous Vaudrey are M. de Freycinet, 
Failliers, and Roubier, who were Presidents 
of the Council under the Grévy régime. A 
vast number of telegrams and letters of con- 
dolence have been received by the family 
from almost every part of the world, while 
the register kept in the house on the 
Avenue de Lena had to be dupli- 
cated both yesterday and today,'it being 
filled with signatures of: sympathizers who 
called. At6o’clock Monday morning next a

partment have sent word that they will be 
present in addition to the deputation from 
this city.

Jews Don’t Like Farming. 

The publication of the articles of organiza- 
tion reveals the scope of the pinlanthropic 
work in which Baron Hirsch has invested $10,- 
000,000, Baron Hirsch wishes to settle the 
Russian Jews in the farming districts of 
Argentine and Canada. Those familiar with 
the history of atte:npts to colonize Jews say 
they will never take up agriculture, and that 
those who go to Canada will be certain to find 
their way into the United States. Alithe ex. 
perience of Russia is against the scheme. The 
Jews have been and still are good superin- 
tendents of farms, but they are unfitted for 
the manual part of farming work. At the 
time Count Ingnateff, late Russian Min- 
ister of the Interior, was drafting his 
harsh anti-semitic laws in 1882 his 
agricultural property was managed by Jews, 
but with few exceptions all efforts at coloniza- 
tion of Jews for agricultural purposes in 
Russia have failed. That is a matter of 
record. It may be that under the conditions 
which may be found in Canada or Argentine 
the Jews who would not bear the agricultural 
yoke in Russia may take to farming. 


Abducted and Putin a Mad-Hounse, 


A remarkable story is told about James 
George Dell, an Englishman of good family, 
about 60 years of age, by profession an engi- 
neer andsurveyor. He has traveled all over 
the world, is a bachelor, and has three sisters, 
In November, 1889, three men came to his 
apartment in London. They did not 
give their names, but asked him ab- 
surd questions. He became angry and 
left the room. Ashe aid so he heard one man say, 
“I will have nothing to do with it.”” As Dell 
walked into the street he was seized by two 
men and thrust into a @arriage. Before he 
could recover from his surprise he found him. 
self in the Colney Hatch madhouse, when he 
discovered the truth he tried to communicate 
to friends in vain. June 30 this year he suc- 
ceeded in smuggling a letter to Henry Robert 
Elton, his solicitor,stating the case. Elton has 
seen the man and séems to be quite convinced 
he is sane. He has tried in vain to learn the 
authority for the imprisonment of Dell. For 
over a month he has labored for daylight on 
the subject. The question is, Who put Dell in 
the madhouse and why was he put there? On 
Wednesday application will be made in open 
vourt for habeas corpus. 

Claims His Letters Have Been Stolen.

A British subject, a native of Chichester, Sus- 
sex, and for nearly eighteen years a resident of 
New York, U.S. A., has been willfully robbed of 
registered letters by a public servant of the 
United States Government, and kept now for sev- 
eral months, an act equivalent to a declaration of 
war. Although the Foreign Office has been 
respectfully requested to demand the surrender 
of said letters, pom Salisbury refused to interfere.

INDICATIONS OF A BIG WAR, 


Russia May Cause a Struggle in Which All 
Europe Will Participate, 
|SPROTAL CABLE. ! 

Loxpon, Sept. 12.—The foreign office here 
is kept in a state or uneasiness over the pro}- 
ects ascribed to Russia involving the opening 
of the Dardanelles and the seizure of Con- 
stantinople. These intentions may exist only 
in the imagination of certain correspondents, 
but there is information in the Foreign Office 
sufficient to justify the bélief that Russia is 
about to start on a new and important line of 
policy. The ccntingencies in question have 
not been sprung upon unawares, They were 
foreseen when the Gerinan Emperor was here. 
Beyond doubt they entered into subjects dis- 
cussed during his visit to the Queen at Wind- 
sor and to Lord Salisbury at Hatfield House. 
They were considered on all sides, and the 
tone of the German press at this moment 
shows the impression which was made. 

The most important journals point out that 
an attack by Russia upon Constantinople, ora 
hostile movement against England in Egypt, 
would not affect England alone. but would 
concern all Europe. England could not be 
left to deal with the difficulty single-handed. 
That is surely important notification to all 
whom it may concern. Russia is rapidly in- 
creasing its fleet and is trying to get its 
finances straight, and it means to have a gen- 
eral mobilization of all its forces. 

Next year it may be that all this means 
nothing, but that is not the view taken in Ber- 
lin or London. Preparations on one side 
justify preparations on the other. England 
and Germany will not be idle during the next 
few months. As for helping Russia perma- 
nently out of the Dardanelles aifficulty, it can- 
not be done and it ought not to be attempted. 
That is the growing feeling here. 

The Black Sea clause of the treaty of Paris 
will have to be abrogated. There need be no 
war about that. Russia by a little tact might 
easily accornplish this object, even before the 
meeting of Parliament, but if it means to 
pounce down upon Constantitople it would 
be a different affair. Then a great war would 
be inevitable and breadstuffs, whieh you have 
to sell in the United States, would be worth 
anythmg you chose to ask for them. That is 
one reason why accumulating complications 
in European politics are of great importance 
to the American people. Other thmgs besides 
breadstuffs would be wanted from across the 
Atlantic. There are no reserves of anything 
here, not even ammunition. England cannot 
properly fit out its vessels for the sea. This 
gathering storm may disperse without burst- 
ing, as so many have done before, but it is 


worth watching.

MRS. BESANT TALKS ON HER LETTERS 
FROM THE MAHATMA, 


She Reaffirms They Are Genuine, but De- 
clines to Submit Them to a Committee 
of Experts—German Waiters Make Trou- 
ble at the Naval Exhibition — Gossip 
Concerning the Movements of Distin- 
guished People—News from Europe. 

(SPECIAL CABLE. } , 

Lonpon, Sept. 12..—Mrs. Annie Besant, the 
High Priestess of the Theosophists, continues 
to excite a great deal of attention by reason of 
her recent declarations regarding the letters 
which she alieges she has received from the 
Certainly, the whole community - 
iS puzzling its head over the affair, and there 
are three theories to account for the position 
this well-known lady has taken up. In the 
first place, there isthe belief that Mrs. Besant’s 
brain has been turned by. the study of this 
science, and she is laboring under hallucina- 
tions. While others declare that there 
must be something in the occult claims of 
theosophy after all, basing this opinion no 
doubt on the fact that Mrs. Bessant is a 
woman who has always had the* courage of 
her convictions, and has not hesitated to speak 
them even when they ran counter to the ac- 
cepted views of society. The third theory is 
not favorable to the lady, and is that she is 
sacrificing facts for the simple and sole pur- 
pose of gaining a certain amount of notoriety. 
There was a crowded meeting at St. George's 
Hall, Langham place, Jast night when Mrs. 
Besant in speaking made use of the following 
words, which cannot fail to be read with great 
interest : 

I have been challenged to produce the letters I 
received. The statement I made was a perfectly 
simple one and was wade in order to clear up 
the ens of a friend whois no longer able to 
clear herself—a friend to whom owe my very 
life. Mme. Blavatsky has been charged with 
forging certain letters which she stated came 
from the masters. The accusation has been pub- 
licly made, and my own statement was it could 
not be true. Since then I have had letters in the 
same handwriting. The statement | have made 
I feit bound to make in justice to the memory of 
my deceased friend, and | wish torepeatit. I 
made it for that purpose onlg. 

Further on she said in referring to the sub- 
ject of the Jetters: 

Nothing will induce me to prodace the Mahat- 
ma letters for inspection by a committee of ex- 
perts. In the first place they contain private 
matter which ought not to be produced. cond- 
ly, lam unable to give any proof of their gen- 
uineness, and lastly, these letters were addressed 
to mewend were not. ineant for public perusal. 

A salient point was made by the speaker 
when she declared almost immediately after- 
wards: . 

If the people do not believe me I cannot belp it, 
but my own feeling is the majority of English 
people will take my word. 

Loud cheers greeted this remark and served 
to show that, whatever the outside public 
might think, Mrs. Besant had, at least, her 
audience with her, as she had when she de- 


clared: ‘* There is no priestcraft in theoso- 
phy.” : 
German Waiters Make Trouble. 

A funny scene occurred at the naval exhibi- 
tion Tuesday. It appears that a refreshment 
contractor named Ross, a Scotchman, in 
whom no doubt the supposedly popular in- 
stinct of his race is fully developed, engaged 
German waiters for his establishment when 
the exhibition opened. The reason for this is 
that their services were cheap, but their at- 
tendance was correspondingly bad and there 
have been loud complaints all the time which 
have not been contined to private grumbling, 
but found their way into the newspapers. 
This continued abuse no doubt irritated 
the Teutonic waiters’ souls beyord endurance, 
but, like sensible men, they bided their time, 
bearing in mind all the time that even the 


‘crushed worm will turn. The opportunity for 


revenge came at the press banquet Tuesday, 
when every mother’s son of a waiter struck 
and absolutely refusei to carry a single plate, 
whether the representatives of the fourth es- 
tate got any food or went away famished. 
Mr. Ross was so angry that he called in a 
force of men and had every German waiter 
thrown out of the exhibition ground, a cere- 
mony which caused endless laughter among 
the guests and has been a source of much 
merriment among other people since. The 
banquet did not suffer materially, for a new 
force of waiters was improvised among the 
other waiters, and all *“* went merry”’ as the 
traditional marriage bell.

WHAT THE CABINET-WORKERS ARE DO- 
Most of the cabinet-makers who went out 
on astrike two weeks ago fur the eight-hour 
day with ten hours’ pay are still out. The 
employers of a few of them have accepted 
their terms because they had taken contracts 
which it was necessary for them to fill, or be- 
cause it would have been mofe ruinous at 
present to shut up shop than to grant the 
shorter hours. The large employers have re- 
fused to give their men eight hours with ten 
hours’ pay, because the pressure of outside 
competition will not permit tnem to do so, 

Considerable capital is invested in this city 
in the business of wood finishing for houses 
of a better class. One might suppose that 
the Chicago firms in that particular business 
having on the average larger capital than 
those in neighboring cities and getting their 
raw materials quite as cheaply would be able 
to bid defiance to outside competition. That 
is far from being the case, however. Firms 
from Cincinnati, Milwaukee,- and several 
einaller places have made bids on Chicago 
contracts and have underbid the Chicago cab- 
inet bosses. The foriner labor under the dis- 
advantage of having to do their work at a dis- 
tance from their factories and to board the 
men they send here to put in the work, and yet 
they underbid their Chicago rivals. 

They have been able to do this because they 
pay their men smaller wages and work them 
longer hours. Here’ the men work ten hours. 
In some outside towns they work ten and a 
half and eleven. lf hours and wages were the 
saine outside of this city that they are in it all 
the house-finishing work done in Chicago 
would be done by Chicago workmen. But as 
they are not, a portion of the work is taken 
away from Chicago workmen and they do not 
have thet steadiness of employment. they 
would enjoy otherwise. 

If they were to get ten hours’ pay for eight 
hours’ work their employers, whose margin of 
profit is very small now through compe- 
tition, would have to make higher bids, would 
be underbid oftener than now, and déciare 
they would be driven out of the field alto- 
gether. In order to remain in the business 
they would have to remove to the longer-hour 
and lower-wages towns, and their workmen 
wouild either have to follow them and accept 
their terms or hunt fora job at something 
else. 

It is not surprising that these men seeking 
short hours and high pay should be found vot- 
ing, as a general thing, for a party whose pol- 
icy it is to intensify outside competition and 
make it more destructive. The cabinet-work- 
ers are playing into the hands of the men in 
the same trade in neighboring towns. The 
Democratic party is trymgto play into the 
hands of the European bosses in all trades by 
giving their cheap labor goods untrammeled 
access to American markets, thus forcing the 
home workers to accept lower wages, or their 
employers to go out of business. 

The Democrats have taken “tariff reform ”’ 
for their motto and they call themselves 
“tariff reformers.’’ Their object, however, is 
to do away with tariffs altogether, to pull down 
custom-houses, and to open American ports to 
the competing goods of every European na- 
tion. Therefore they are not tariff reformers, 
but tariff repealers. With equal propriety 
Col. Ingersoll, who wishes to do away with al 
theology, might call himself a theological re- 
former. The Democrats do not want to prune 
tariffs or to check their exuberance, but to 
destroy them, root and branch. 
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PRESENT VOLUME OF CIRCULATION. 

A series of tables has been issued by the 
Secretary of the Treasury showing that the 
per capita circulation of money in the United 
States is now larger than at any other time in 
American history. It was $13.85 in 1860, rose 
to $20.57 in 1865, fell off to $17.50 in 1870, in- 
creased to $18.13 in 1874, diminished to $15.32 
in 1878, and since then has gradually expand- 
ed to $23.45. The amount of money in the 
United States was $442,102,477 in 1860 and 
$358,452,079 in 1862. It passed the billion 
mark in 1879, and is now $2,100,130,092, the 
amount in active circulation July 1 being 
$1,500,067.555. The latter comprises $408,073,,- 
806 in gold coin and $120,840,399 in gold cer- 
tificates, these two items being estimated to 
make up more than a third of the present cir- 
culation. 

For reasons previously stated in Taz Tris- 
UNE the estimates for the war period do not 
include in the circulation the one and two 
year interest bearing notes of 1863, nor the 
compound interest notes, as they were practic- 
ally bonds. They were not useti as part of the 
active circulating medium, but held as inter- 
est bearing investments, and this is proven by 
the fact that when returned to the Treasury 
they were as clean and unworn as at the date of 
issue. It has been said that the7.30 bond notes 
were forced into large circulation by being is- 
siied to soldiers in the field, but it is shown by 
the department that less than $10,000,000 were 
so issued, and these were taken by old sol- 
diers who desired to save the money. They 
were put away as investment for sake of 
the interest. Gold coin and gold _ cer- 
tificates are not included in the es- 
timates for years from 1862 to 1878 
because goli was then at a pre- 
mium and treated as a commodity, but allow- 
ance is made for $25,000,000 supposed to have 
been im circulation on the Pacific coast. Also 
subsidiary silver was excluded from the count 
previous to 1876, when by act of Congress it 
became part of the circulation, as no other 
sort of money does such active work. 

The report shows the 7.30 bond notes to 
have been divided as follows: $44,509,900 were 
of the denomination of $50, while $137,634,600 
were in $100 notes, and the remainder were in 
denominations of $500 and upward. Evident- 
ly but a small portion of them could have 
been in circulation as “currenty,”’ and the 
fact that they were all redeemed within three 
years without causing Contraction or monetary 
disturbance is strong proof. These facts ef- 
fectually dispose of the absurd claims of the 
fiatists and inflationists that the volume of ac- 
tual circulation was between $30 and $40 at the 
collapse of the slaveholders’ rebellion 1n 1865, 
and it could not at any time during the 
struggle have exceeded the $20.57 stated by 
the department to have been the per capita in 
1865. About the only exception that can be

NONSENSICAL TALK ABOUT THE LAKE- 
FRONT. - 

During the last week articles have appeared 
in the city papers recommending the construc- 
tion by the city of docks and piers along the 
Lake-Front in the outer harbor. It was stated 
that if it were to do this and also extend Wash- 
ington, Madison, and other streets to the wa- 
ter’s edge, with viaducts spanning the Illinois 
Central tracks, great facilities would be pro- 
vided for excursion boats and those who use 
them, and that the city could get a large rev- 
enue by licensing these boats, whose number 
would be greatly increased. It is asserted by 
the writers of these articles that “there is no 
question whatever of the right of Chicago ”’ to 
do all these things. The Mayor has not ex- 
pressed himself regarding this scheme, but 
has referred the matter to the Corporation 
Counsel to report to him what the law is. 

That report will be that the city can do ab- 
solutely nothing at. the present time, for the 
reason that, while Judges Harlan and Blodgett 
united)in a decision that Chicago had certain 
park rights in the Lake-Front and that the fee 
title to the submerged lands was in the State 
and the right to use the waters above them 
was in the Federal Government, yet an appeal 
has been taken by the Illinois Central from 
that decision, and until the questions at issue 
have been adjudicated finally by the Supreme 
Court no party to the suit can meddle with the 
property. Ifthe city were to attempt to go 
into the dock or pier-building business on the 
Lake-F ront its officers would find themselves 
brought up for contempt with startling swift- 
ness, 

The War Department has given orders, also, 
that no improvements of any kind shall be 
made by anybody in the outer harbor until 
this lawsuit is settled. The city has one con- 
troversy on hand with the department now— 
Canal street bridge river obstruction—and it 
ought to settle that before getting up another. 

Until this big suit-1s ended it is sheer folly, 
as the Corporation Counsel will tell the Mayor, 
to talk of opening streets across the Lake- 
Front to the water’s edge with viaducts above 
the Illinois Central tracks. The State of Illi- 
nois granted a right of way into the city to 
the Illmois Central with the concurrence of 
the Chicago Council nearly halfa century ago. 
The east line of that right of way is bounded 
for quite a distance by the waters of the outer 
harbor, and no vessel is authorized to make 
use of any part of that right of way. It 
cannot land or receive passengers there- 
from. It cannot tie up to the shore at that 
point. The city cannot. at present, build 
docks or wharves adjoining that right of way, 
nor can it make any north and south roadway 
east of and contiguous to it, nor construct 
anything which may serve as a resting-place 
for the east ends of the viaducts which it is 
suggested shall be built. They cannot rest on 

the railroad property, and nothing can be 
built for their support east of it. Hence it is 
tolly to talk about them. 

It is most desirable to settle the Lake-front 
question so that part of the city may not be 
two years hence in the disgraceful condition 
itis in now. But the city alone is powerless 
to. better the state of affairs. Its hands are 
tied. And those people who talk so freshly 
about its ** unquestioned ability ’’ to do this, 
that, and the other thing in the outer harbor 
will be somewhat wiser after they have read 
the Corporation Counsel’s noport. 
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NARROWING THE SOUTH BRANCH. 

At their mecting last Wednesday the Board 
of Drainage Commissioners refused the per- 
mit asked for by the Pennsylvania railroad 
company to fillina stripof the river near 
Jackson street. The refusal by the board to 
allow itis highly commendable. If the de- 
sired permission had been given the filling in 
of that strip would have necessitated the re- 
moval at some time in the near future of the 
material so filled in. The Drainage Commis- 
sion is charged by law with the duty of pro- 
viding a channel through which will flow 300,- 
000 cubic feet of water per minute from Lake 
Michigan into the Illinois River, and that 
quantity must flow along the South Branch or 
through it and some auxiliary channel. 

The greatest rate of speed consistent with 
safe navigation in astream already crowded, 
and each year becoming more so, is 100 feet 
per minute. The greatest depth available in 
the South Branch, other than by interfering 
,with tunnel construction, is 16 feet; ana this, 
with a width of 160 feet, would permita flow 
of 256,000 cubic feet per minute with the 
stated maximum of velocity. To increase the 
rate of flow per minute would imperil navi- 
gation, to deepen the channel would cause un- 
told trouble at its bed, and to augment the 
width would greatly increase the expense in 
the shape of payment for damages to dock 
property, the depth of which was diminished 
by broadening the channeh 

The Drainage Commission is given authori- 
ty to widen as well as deepen and otherwise 
improve the navigable waters of the South 
Branch if necessary to provide the required 
discharge, and the board cannot consistently 
with its duty allow anything to be done that 
would lessen the discharge capacity of that 
channel, which is now much too small. The 
worst strip in the whole length of the South 
Branch is the stretch from Madison to Har- 
rison streets. It will have to be materially 
widened anyway. In some placegglong in 
front of tne Pennsylvania Central “depot the 
channel is but 85 feet wide—hardly half 
enough—and it would be.the height of folly to 
allow it to be made still narrower now, though 
under the plea of reducing a crooked dock- 
line to a straight one. Before long the Drain- 
age Board will be obliged to condemn lanc 
enough to widen that stretch of river at least 
to a width of 160 feet. 

The Drainage Board was successful in 
blocking the encroachment by the Northern 
Pacific railroad on the river, already too nar- 
row, south from Harrison to Twelfth street. 
It has done equaily good work in stopping 
the Pennsylvania company from narrowing 
the too-narrow channel at a still more cramped 
point. In fact. the latter proposition is so 
extraordinary that it is hard to understand 
how any one could have the hardihoud to 
make it. The act would not only be a damage 
to the channel now, but follow a trespass com- 
mitted years ago. Under the administration 
of Mayor Roche an examination of maps of 
the river by Controller Burley resulted in the 
discovery that the Pennsylvania railway com- 
pany had encroached on the river - to 
a@ considerable extent for several hun- 
dred feet over the true dock line. In 
coéperation with the Drainage Commis- 
sion the city has already begun proceed- 
ings to recover what the company took unlaw- 
fully. When that case is decided the commis- 
sion will know just how much it must take 
from the company by condemnation proceed- 
ings to widen the river at that point to let 
through the necessary discharge of water. 

A minimum width of 160 feet on the South 
Branch with the velocity of 100 feet a minute 
and depth of 16 feet as above stated, would 
still leave a deficieney of 44,000 cubic feet per 
minute from the 300,000 cubic feet require- 
ments of the law. It has been proposed to 
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the lake to Haisted street, similar to the Ful- 
lerton avenue conduit. The cost of such a 
work would be large, and destitute of the 
compensatory feature afforded by assessment 
= benefits received through widening the 

ver, and it would have to employ force 
pr sa to get enough water through it, 
and it would be of no value to navigation. 
With a wider South Branch channel there 
would be sanitary benefits, specially great to 
those interests which most use ths river, and 
navigation would also be improved; while in 
the case of atunnel along Fortieth street there 
would be little benefit of any kind—except 
compliance with the requirements of the law 
to produce 300,000 cubic feet a minute. Hence 
it would be better in every way to widen the 
South Branch sufficiently to give the needed 
discharge flow than to construct the proposed 
tunnel, and for this reason it must be espe- 
cially impolitic to make any concession look- 
ing toa narrowing of that channel at the in- 
stance of any railroad corporation which may 
wish to further encroach upon the too narrow 
stream in order to enlarge their switching 
room or track facilities. 
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THE WHEAT MARKET. 

The weakness in wheat prices during the 
last few days may strike some people as hard 
to reconcile with the oft-repeated news of ex- 
cessively poor crop conditions in Europe, 
The only explanation .is that no matter how 
much may be required abroad before the close 
of the present cereal year the grain is just 
now pressing forward in much larger quantity 
than wanted for current shipment and home 
consumption, The speculators see it accumu- 
lating. They read the accounts of railroads 
being blocked up with the precious material, 
and conclude that the load wjil be much 
heavier before the close of the fall quarter. 
They reason that even if some people in 
the winter-wheat sections conclude to hold 
their wheat the growers in the North- 
west cannot do so’ because of the lack of 
storage room. The wheat there must either 
be soRi before the advent of cold weather or 
left exposed to the elements during the 
winter, with other risks of loss by theft, fire, 
and vermin. Hence the bears in the market 
say they are warranted in expecting the 
abundance of supplies during the next few 
weeks will act as a dead weight on the mart- 
ket, and so they are selling now, acting on the 
theory of the militia Captain who thought 
that as he was a little lame he ought to start 
first out of the fight. They are circulating 
rumors to the effect that importers in Western 
Europe are finding it hard work to pay for 
wheat they have bought from us which is now 
being delivered, They say the excitement 
abroad was overdone, and that the high prices 
reached there cannot be maintained. 

The reports show that the movement of our 
flour and grain across the Atlantic is suffi- 
ciently liberal to supply present necessities, 
especially as the new crops in the Old World 
are becoming available, and it is hardly mat- 
ter for surprise if buyers there are less anx- 
ious, seeing we are apparently able to send 
them amillion bushels per day for many 
weeks to come without making any apprecia- 
ble impression upon stocks or prices. But it 
is far from improbable that there will be a 
change in tone after our rush is over, and it 
can hardly be kept up past the first edge of 
winter. Yet it is open to question if a sys- 
tematic holding back, such as has been talked 
of in Alliance circles, would result in much of 
a profit after allowing for the cost of 
holéeing and the inevitable shrinkage in quan- 
tity which attends the retaining of cereals on 
the farm. The people of France and England 
want a great deal from us this year, and those 
of Germany will havetofillin from some- 
where the large deficiency due toa failure to 
receive the six million tons of rye that coun- 
try receives from Russia in the course of 
twelve months. But it is not proven that 
Russia itself will be able toimport for the 
making good of its home deficit, and so the 
quantity we may be called upon to send to 
Europe is an uncertain one, so that if any- 
body here “‘banks’’ upon it as a certainty 
that the demand of next summer wil! be sharp 
enough to send prices to a very high point he 
may find himself badly cheated. 
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MR. HOLLINGSWORTH’S DOUBLE LIFE, 

The episode of the robbery of John Daly’s 
gambling-house in New York, if the facts 
have been correctly stated, is a striking illus- 
tration of the duai hte of Dr Jekyll and Mr. 
Hyde in the person and experiences of its 
manager, William Hollingsworth. To the 
general public Mr. Hollingsworth was known 
as a dealer m brashes, a reputable merchant, 
an honored citizen dwelling in a Lenox ave- 
nue brown-stone front in a neighborhood 
where brown-stone fronts are security for 
the respectability of their owners, a Christian 
gentleman and devout worshiper in an aristo- 
cratic Episcopalian church. In all the duties 
of church and society he was apparently both 
devout and reputable. To a very few persons, 
and particularly to Mr. John Daly, the gam- 
bling favorite of Tammany Hall and the mu 
nificent patron of that rotten institution, he 
was the manager and responsible custodian of 
the funds of the greatest gambling-house in 
New York City, arid interested in its illicit 
business and revenues. In this capacity Mr. 
Hollingsworth Friday night appropriated 
between $60,000 and $100,000 belonging to Mr. 
Daly to make good his losses in the still bigger 
gambling-house of Wall street. 

It is further reported that when Mr. Daly 
demanded the restitution of the money Mr. 
Hollingsworth coolly told him he should not 
replace it, and invited him to bring suit 
for it aif he were dissatisfied, well 
knowing that Mr. Daly would do noth- 
ing of the kind, since an _ investigation 
would involve some prominent persons in that 
city who also are leading double lives, and 
leading men in the Tammany administration 
of city politics who are not leading double 
lives, but single ones of extraordinary dishon- 
esty and corruption, and yet cannot afford to 
have their rascalities laid bare before the pub- 
lic. Thus, in the language of the gentry with 
whom Mr. Hollingsworth associates in one of 
his capacities, he has “the drop”’ on Daly and 
the latter must up hands or suffer. Thus 
scoundrelism and dishonesty of all sorts ulti- 
mately come back to Tammany. Thievery 
and gainbling, swindling and tax-stealing, 
stuffing of ballot boxes, murderous man traps, 
rotten streets, insecurity of life, immunity to 
thieves, drunkenness and crime, _ all 
emanate from that 
which dominates the metropolis of the 
nation. It has levied its tolls on 
Daly and given him immunity in turn to prey 
upon the public, but now that Daly finds 
himself in trouble he. is estopped from any 
method of getting out of it by this organiza- 
tion of saloon-keepers and gamblers, lest it 
interfere with their tax-eating business. The 
incident shows what a hold Tammany has 
upon the people of that unfortunate city, and 
to what extent it is able to paralyze the oper- 
ations of justice. But it also shows what is 
still more deplorable—namely: The ease with 
which a dishonest and disreputable man in a 
large city may pursue illegal business under 
cover and on the surface appear as an orna- 
ment of society and the.church, and defy de- 
tection by his knowledge that others in both 
these organizations are living the same dual 
existence and dare not expose him. In nearly 
every case, however, the relations of the 
two lives become soe complicated _ 
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worth is now known to the public 
in his true light. Hereafter he must drop the 
respectable rdle he has been playing and ap- 
pear in the other and be treated as such. 
There may be a fascination for some men in 
this.dual business, but is the game worth the 
candle? No one need doubt that Mr. Hol- 
lingsworth would infinitely prefer to make 
brushes for a living than to occupy his present 
position, and that his‘ family would so prefer. 
But family never is considered . by these men. 
To play this double role leaving all consider- 
ations of right out of the question, requires a 
degree of selfishness too colossal to admit of 
any respect for the feelings of wife, children, 
or friends. 


THE GRANT MONUMENT UNVEILING. 

The trustees of the Grant Monument Fund 
have definitely announced that the statue will 
be unveiled in. Lincoln Park at 2 p. m. 
Wednesday, Oct. 7. Upon that occasion this 
spontaneous tribute of the people to the mem- 
ory of Gen. Grant, the money for which was 
raised so quickly and with so-much of enthu- 
siasm from all classes of our people, will be 
dedicated amid imposing and brilliant cere- 
monies. 

The display will be both military and naval, 
as well as popular. Maj.-Gen. Mules will have 
charge of the one andthe Collector of the Port 
ofthe other. Militia, veterans, anf regulars will 
head the great procession. National vessels 
on the lake will fire the President’s salute. 
Judge Gresham, so many years the friend of 
Gen. Grant, will deliver the oration 
of the day, and the $$ Governor, 
Mayor, and other speakers also will 
make addresses. National music will be fur- 
nished by “numerous bands. The audience 
will be composed of as many thousands of the 
people of Chicago as can find standing room 
in Lincoln Park. Its enthusiasm will be 
measured by its love and admiration of the 
great General whose memory it cherishes, and 
to which 1t has erected this grand monument 
on thé beautiful shore side of the park. 
Probably thousands of others from outside 
the city will come here to add their tribute of 
respect and to make Oct. 7 a notable day in 
the history of Chicago. One of the most mem- 
orable features of this celebration will be 
Judge Gresham’s oration. It need not be ap- 
prehended that the ‘Judge will not, improve 
the occasion to the utmost of his great ability 
and produce an address which will take a high 
and lasting place in American oratory. 

In their appeal to the public the trustees 
modestly say they “ desire to make the oc- 
casion one worthy of the memory of the great 
General and a credit and honor to the City of 
Chicago.”” They need have no fear that the 
ceremonies will fallshort of their anticipa- 
tion or desire. It will be one of the greatest 
days in Chicago’s history. Its significance 
will be national. Its special significance will 
be heeded by New York City, which, six years 
ago, secured the custody of Gen. Grant’s re- 
mains upon the promise that it would erect a 
monument to his memory, and there his body 
still lies unmarked, neglected, and uncared 
for in the shadow ofa stable and roadhouse ! 


THE FREE SCHOOL PLAN IN “LONDON. 

London, great big London, with a popula- 
tion greater than that of all Scotland and 
nearly equal to that of Ireland, leads the way 
in the adoption of ‘the free school plan pro- 
posed by the New English Education bill 
soon to become alaw. At the meeting of the 
London School Board on the 9th inst. Mr. 
Lyulph Stanley proposed that— 

In all the schools of the board in which fees are 
now charged al! scholars shall be admitted, with- 


out requiring any fee, from and after the day on 
which the act shall come into operation. 


This was adopted—30 to 13. Those who op- 
posed were mainly Church of England Tories 
who do not appreciate free schools. They 
argued that because in some of the schools 
the tuition fees exceed 10 shillings ($2.60) per 
annum the new law would not apply. Mr. 
Stanley, however, pointed out that the average 
tuition fee for pupils through all the schools 
was but six shillings and: fivepence (about 
$1.60), therefure the whole system came un- 
der the act. The majority agreed with him, 
and all the more readily, because through the 
operation of the 10-shilling grant clause the 
schools will get $275,000 per annum more from 
the imperial exchequer than” they have been 
getting in the ‘way of tuition fees or “ chil- 
dren’s pence.” That the change will be 
acceptable to the Londoners will be demon- 
strated oy the fact that the average of the 
tuition fees has been steadily declinimg. It 
started out at about 12 shillings per pupil. In 
1879 it had fallen to 8 shillings and 10 pence; 
ten years later it was but sever shillings, and 
last year but six shillings and fivepence. 

There were last year in average attendance 
at the London public schools 350,000 pupils. 
The imperial grant for tuition fees at the ten- 
shilling rate, therefore, will be £175,000 (or 
about $900,000). But it is expected that under 
the free school act the average attendance 
will reach about 400,000. The fee grant, 
therefore, will exceed $1,000,000. At the same 
time the cost of enforcing the compulsory law 
in London—now $210,000 per annuin—will, it 
is believed, be reduced. Whatever the out- 
come of the experiment the London School 
Board deserves to be complimented for lead. 
ing the way in favor of the English free school 
system, 
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PUT ON YOUR SPECS AND READ THE LAW. 

The Times grows virtudusly indignant over 
the allegation that the Republican managers 
of this county have taken advantage of one 
of the provisions of the Australian law which 
was drafted by Democratic managers with 
an eye to their own benefit. The provision in 
question is the one directing that certificates 
of nomination and nomination papers must 
be filed thirty days before election. The Times 
says the Republican county convention has been 
called for the 2d of October, just in time to be 
able to comply with the law, so that even though 
there should chance to be a most exception- 
able person on the ticket it will be too late to 
get up nomination papers for an independent 
candidate. Says the Times: 

There will be nothing for the offended Repub- 
lican voter to do but to abstain from visiting the 
poll or to rebuke his party’s managers by voting 
forthe opposition. It is thns that the Repub- 
lican managers propose to beat the devil round 
the stump. 

This isa reflection on the law, which does 
permit the “‘offended Republican voter” to 
do something else. When he goes mto a 
booth with his official ballot he can prepare it 
either ‘‘by making in the appropriate margin 
or place a cross opposite the name of the 
candidate of his choice for each office to be 
filled, or by writing in the name of the cand- 
date of his choice in a blank space on said 
ticket, making a cross opposite thereto.”’ So 
if any candidate on a Republican or Demo- 
cratic ticket should be obnoxious to the com- 
munity, the voters can defeat him and elect 

me one whose name is not on the official 

allot, providing they are so well organized as 
to unite on one person. It is clearly in the 
power of any large number of voters to ex- 
press theic dissatisfaction with a nominee in 
several ways. Let the Times man put on his 
specs and read the law, and after that he will 
not write so foolishly about it.

serious embarrassment if hot actual ruin. 
The good-natured man takes the risk because 
he hates to be thought suspicious, and is 
dumfounded when, as is too often the case, 
he finds his confidence misplaced. Then he 
begins to reflect that the writer in the good 
book who said “He that hateth siretyship 
is sure” understood the business. It is 
strange that any man should be called upon 
to sign a bond, without pay, which may re- 
sult in the bringing of alarge claim against 
him, and still more strange that any one 
should be willing to incur such a risk except 
perhaps in the case of anear relative. It may 
also be stated as curious that some business- 
men and courts can still be found to prefer 
that sort of security to the bond of a surety 
cornpany, which is interested in , keeping 4 
watch upon the persons for whom it is liable 
and makes business provision for meeting 
losses which may be incurred in spite of its 
watchfulness. Such insurance is just as legiti- 
mate as is the similar precaution against loss 
by fire, and there is no good reason why either 
should be assumed by an individual when a 
company stands ready to undertake it. 


Russta wants to borrow money, and the 
French, it is said, have agreed to lend it. The 
amourt of the loan is problematical]. Accord- 
ing to one statement the sum to be received 
will be about $50,000,000 net, the face of the 
loan being nearly $59,000,000. Another story 
makes the loan $96,500,000, on which $82,000,- 
000 will be realized. In efther case the money 
is to be borrowed at &4 to 85, with interest at 
38 per cent, a large consideration to be 
paid for the use of money which is talked 
about by some people as if it were wanted “ to 
preserve the peace of Europe.” If Russia gets 
the money that country will be able ‘to keep 
the rest of the nations quiet for auite a little 
while, provided they consent to remain peace- 
able. If they will not consent, but insist on 
borrowing money for the purpose of pre- 
serving the said peace on their own account, 
the result may be different. Apparently some 
of them are so much impressed with a sense of 
the value of peace that they are determined to 
have it, though at the cost of fighting to secure 
it. At this distance it is not easy to say which 
of the great powers is most anxious for peace 
at that price, but it would seem to be Russia, 
with France to help her in the laudable effort. 
It is thought that the terms of the loan, by 
which Russia is to gain possession of a large 
part of the sum before the end of this year, 
will be complied with by France without caus- 
ing any financial trouble in that country, 
though the result may be depression in some 
other lands where apprehension is felt in re- 
gard to the kind of peace to be secured by the 
use of the money.

Why They Smashed the Plate-Glass Win- 
dow. 

A recent incident is reported from a London po- 

lice court indicative of the temper which prevails 
among the poverty-stricken masses of the East 
End, and which may be traced without much dif- 
P ficulty to the teaching of the professional social 
agitator. The prisoners were a painter anda 
joiner, and they were arrested for smashing a 
plate-glass window in a jeweler’s shop which cost 
$150. The deed was done with great deliberation, 
one man using a chisel and the other an iron bar. 
They made no attempt at flight or robbery, but 
waited to be taken into custody. In court the 
spokesman ofthe two said that, being out of 
work and in great distress, they had adopted this 
method of directing public attention to the 
miseries of their class, It was impossible 
for hungry men in their condition to look 
calmly upon the evidences of luxury, or to resist 
anger at the sight of windows full of precious 
stones. They held that they had as much right 
to destroy property, when impelled to do so by 
circumstances over which they had no control, as 
the law.in the making of which they:had no 
voice, had to punish them. When the magistrate 
endeavored to explain the fallacy and danger of 
this line of argument the prisoners told him, re- 
spectfully enough, that he was doubtless as much 
entitled to his opinion as they were to their own, 
but that they did not agree with him.

rior,”’ but whether by the explosion of benzine or 
from some other cause the jurors were unable to 
tell! 

And yet several witnesses swore that the build- 
ing so vibrated under the shock of heavy presses 
and from overweighted floors that they had left 
it as unsafe, or remained, conscious of peril. 

It is small wonder that a jury capable of finding 
such a verdict should have faiied to find anybody 
to blame, and have praised a management which 
took a week to clear the ruins and stopped before 
all the bodies were recovered.

Ew YORK GETS DVORAK. 


Some of New York papers are congratulat- 
ing the musieal public of that city that, while the 
enterprise of Chicago has robbed it of Mr. Theo 
dore Thomas, the enterprise of Mrs, Thurber has 
secured’ the well-known Bohemian composer, 
Anton Dverak, as director of her conservatory. 
It may be doubted,. however, whether the one 

case offsets the other. Mr. Thomas isa drill 
= emote and conductor who makes no pretense of 
being a composer. Anton Dvyorak, or, Pan 
Dvorak, as our Bohemian contemporaries insist 
we must call him, onthe other hand is acom- 
poser who makes no pretense of being a con- 


.ductor. He doves not, therefore, in any sense fill 


the place made vacant by Mr. Thomas. Whether 
he will make compensation for the lossof Mr. 
Thomas in any other way remains to be seen. 

Notwithstanding all this, the acquisition of 
Pan Dvorak is a notable event in the history of 
music inthis country, for the Bohemian com- 
poser unquestionably is one of the few rising 
men in music who can be looked to to 
make good the Joss of the older composers 
who are fast disappearing from the field of work. 
Though young he is well known and his music 
has made a distinct impression, particularly in 
Engiand, which has given him some important 
commissions. The American public is familiar 
with his work largely through the enterprise of 
Mr. Thomas, both in instrumental concerts and 
festivals. It is a compliment to this country that 
he has decided to come over here, but it will not 
be safe for New York to felicitate itself too pro- 
fusely until it is certain that he will remain. It 
will be remembered that Mr. Thomas once left 
his legitimate province to take charge of a@ con- 
servatory and was soon only too glad to quit it. 
It is possible that Mrs. Thurber, who has very 
positive views,may antagonize Pan Dvorak as 
fatally as Mr. Nichols did Mr. Thomas. It is 
also possible that Pan Dvorak may grow restive 
under the monotonous and depressing influences 
of conservatory routine and find his sphere of 
effort too narrow and too much in conflict with 
the freedom and leisure necessary for composition 
to suit him. It is at best a hazardous experi- 
ment, and New York should not count its chickens 
before they are hatched. 

The comments of some of the New York papers 
upon the outlook as affected by the coming of 
Pan Dvorak are amusing. The staid old Commer- 
cial Advertiser, for instance, says: 

Nor must it be forgotten that the influence of 
such a man will be far more potent as the direct- 
or of a conservatory than as the mere jeader of an 
orchestra or band. We have several of the latter 
already. and most excellent they are. But the 
presence ofa gifted composer w ill be a genuine 
inspiration to our aspiring young musical geniuses. 
There is reason to hope that from this beginning 
may date the rise of an American school 
of music. Sixty odd millions of people 
should not be content to borrow their 
music. They should make it. We 
want, for one thing, a national air composed by 
an American, in which the patriotism of our 
young but mighty giant of a nation may voice 
itself. We want to see arise a music in which 
American young men can express the emotions 

they experience in beholding the most beautiful 
and charming girlson top of the earth. Ina 
word, we want American music for the American 
eople. Dvorak will teach us how to write music. 
His pupils will see to it that it shall be American 
music. 

If this were really to be the outcome of Pan 
Dvorak’s advent in our musical Avorld it traly 
would be an occasion for national rejoicing. 
Those who are familiar with his schoo! of compo- 

ition. however, will fail to see in what way it 
Ban expedite American music. Pan Dvorak is 
preéminently a. Slavic composer. All his music 
has the Slavic rhythm, color, and feeling. In one 
instance, his oratorio, he sought to depart from it 
and to produce a composition on German and 
English lines, only to make a conspicuous faii- 
ure. That he can found an American 
school or influence American music suffi- 
ciently to individualize it and give it a permanent 
standing admits of grave doubt. American music 
must be made by American composers, but the 
time has not yet come, forthe best and highest 
music we have yet produced is molded on the Eu- 
ropean standards. Pan Dvorak may have an 
important influence in directing musical educa- 
tion in this country to higher standards if he 
shall manifest the same ability as a teacher which 
be displays as a composer, but there are too 
many “ifs” in the way to predict anything with 
certainty. It is, as we have said, an experiment, 
and therein his coming to New York differs from 
Mr. Thomas’ coming to Chicago, which is a real- 
ity. We know what heis and what he brings. 
It remains to be seen, however. what Pan Dvorak 
brings to the metropolis.

LOSS OF PEARL HAKBOR. 


WHY THE HAWAIIANS REJECTED THE 
‘BLAINE TREATY. 


What Listening to Intermeddling Canucks. 
Cost Them~—No Bounty Will Ever Be 
Paid on Sandwich Island Sugar Until 
the Islands Are Annexed-—The Keal 
Facts in Kegard to This Matter Accu- 
rately Set Forth—Some secret History. 


In the last number of the new Review of 
Reviews there isan article about the Ha- 
waiian Islands, the writer of which, speaking 
evidently from first-hand observation, sets 
forth some facts hitherto unknown, or at all 
events unheeded, respecting the rejection of 
the treaty proposed by Mr. Biaine. It seems 
that for the miscarriage of that project we are 
indebted’ to the influence of the Canadian 
Dominion’ astutely brought to bear in the 
right quarters by the late Sir John Macdonald. 

It will be recalled that the supplementary 
provisions to the reciprocity treaty of 1876, 
which were added in 1887 under the Cleveland 
Administration, gave the United States the 
exclusive right to establish and fortify a nav al 
station in the Hawaiian Islands—Pear] Harbor 
being designated for the purpose. But the 
continuance of this exclusive right was to be 
limited by the duration of the treaty. Mr. 
Blaine desired to make the cession of Pearl 
Harbor permanent; and such a ‘privilege, to- 


gether with an agreement that Hawaii should 


enter into no treaty engagements without the 
previous knowledge of the United States, 
was embodied in the new convention recom- 
mended to the Hawaiian Government by Mr. 
Carter, its Minister at Washington. What 

was known as the Reform party was then in 
power at Honolulu, and its Cabinet earnestly 
endeavored to secure the signature of 
Kalakaua to the amended treaty. 

According to the writer in the Review of 
Reviews these efforts would undoubtedly have 
been successful but for the interposition of 
Canadian influences through the agency of 
the Hawaiian Attorney-General. Yankee as- 
cendency .n Hawaii is obnoxious to the Cana- 
dians as shutting them out ffom the Australian 
trade, and being in general detrimental to the 
commercial interests of British Columbia, and 
especially of the Canadian WPacific railway. 
It happened that while the negotiation of the 
new treaty was pending the Hawaiian At- 
torney-General, Mr. Ashford, who was a 
C ‘anadian, got leave of absence to visit home. 
While in Canada he was in close conference 
with Sir John Macdonald, and became a guest 
of President Stephen of the Canadian Pacitic 
railway. 

Upon his return to Honolulu he astonished 
his colleagues by throwing his utmost influ- 
ence against them, with the result that the 
King ultimately refused to sign the treaty. 
The reason subsequently given in the Legis- 
lature by Mr. Ashford for his course was that 
to surrender the right to make treaties with 
other powers without supervision by the 
United States was a surrender of independ- 
ence. It was also, he added, peculiarly inex- 
pedient as precluding some advantageous 
commercial arrangements with Canada which 
he would presently communicate. 

What the Canadian propositions 
still unknown to the public. It is manifest, 
however, that both the United States and the 
Hawaiian Islands have been damaged by UCa- 
nadian interposition. The United States is 
left without any guarantee of permanent in- 
fluence, for the cession of Pearl Harbor is 
terminable with the treaty making it. 

The Hawaiians, on the other hand, through 
the drop:in the price of sugar in the American 
markets, find themselves thrust down from 
the immense specia! advantages which, since 
1876, had constituted their main source of 
wealth. 

Had. the treaty beon concluded, the 
Hawaiians would have iost nothing by the 
free inflow of sugar from Cuba and Brazil into 
the United States. T’hey would have occupied 
precisely the same, position as that held by the 
sugar-growers of Louisiana. For it will be 
remem bered that, in return for the desired con- 
cessionus, the United States promised to give 
Hawaii full participation in the bounties 
granted to American producers of sugar. ‘hose 
bounties the Hawaiians have lost, and they 
have gained absolutely nothing in exchange road 
them from Canada.

The birds, one of the 
natives explained, were caught with a net on 
the rocks.

Dr. Kane, in his work, 
‘“* Arctic Explorations,’”’ says that the temper- 
ature of one of these huts can be kept at 90 
Fahrenheit with an ordinary small seal oil 
lamp-when the temperature of the outside air 
is minus 40°, So hot is it that it is impossible 
to wear the fur clothing, and all hands pee! off 
every stitch. 

At the back ofa hut is a sort of adivan 
made of slabs of flat stone raised a foot above 
the level uf the floor. 
place, raised probably for the sake of the ex- 
tra warmth and dryness. When winter sets 
in these huts are covered with snow, and they 
no doubt keep out the wind very effectively.

These are not to be confounded with the tem- 
porary snow houses set up in the winter. 

Along the hillside bach of the houses and 
tents was the Esquimau cemetery, a dreary 
enough resting place for poor wortals. 
The bodies are laid on the bare rock and then 
covered over with stones sufficiently to keep 
the wild atiimals- ir 
It was in precisely the same manner that 
their seals and blubber ere ‘“ cachéd.” 
Both human bodies and blubber decompose 
slowly, the odor being almost imperceptible. 
It is lucky that there is very little that smells 
in these. high latitudes, for around all the 
dwelings were piles of rotting animal sub- 
stances—blubber, bones, offal, aud the off- 
scourings of the kitchen. 
The Chicago Exposition management, 
through. Prof. Putnam of Harvard, ar- 
ranged with Peary to secure an Esquimau 
dwelling, six bodies, and other relics, contrib- 
nano § $1,000 to the expedition and promising 
another $1,000 on delivery of the specimens. 
A summer tent had been secured, and now the 
question arose of obtaining the corpses. Here 
was a graveyard and an opportunity ! 
While the Esquimaux were engaged in bar- 
tering their property, certain of the scientists 
poked among the graves after subjects. Most 
of the bodies had resolved themselves into 
dust years ago, but one there was in a pretty 
good state of preservation. Dr. Keely dug it 
out and, wrapping it up in his- ulster, carried 
it off in triumph for the Philadelphia Acad- 
emy. 

Fruitiess Hunt for Corpses, 

When Aug. 1 was a few minutes old the Kite 
was able to steam to the eastward of the 
island, which is flat and low. Capt. Pike said 
that when’ he came past here in his 
boats from the wreck of the 
Proteus he camped. two days and found a 
big Esquimau cemetery. This was an oppor- 
tunity to get these six bodies for the Chicago 
Exposition. All hands landed in the boat. 
Directly under the eastern end of the mount- 
ains there were found ample evidences of 
human life. A big mound of stone, eight feet 
long, three feet six inches high and four feet 
broad was found, and all along by the side of 
the hill were scores of mounds, evidently old 
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graves or cachés—both are identical in con- 
In none of these were any bodies. 
Some of them had evidently been used for the 
storage of seals or walrus, but the tops were 
off and the contents had been removed. 

By the side of the biggest mound referred to 
was the wooden framework of a kayak in 
process of construction, a siedge weighted 
down with stones to prevent it from blowing 
- and a dog long since gathered to his fa- 
ther. 

A hunt among the stones revealed more 
There was an old muzzle-loading 
gun, a saw, and several tools. Hidden behind 
a pile of rotting ‘flesh was a wooden box care- 
fully tied round with seal sinew. It contained 
a box of European matches, a little canister 
of percussion caps that fitted the gun, some 
bullets, a powder born made of walrus tusk, a 
small cartridge shell-for measuring the 
charge, and some punk and flint for getting 


A party of natives escorted members of 
the expedition to another settlement a mile 
away, not visible from the ship, with three 
Still further on was a settlement 
of cight tents. The inhabitants of these places, 
when they heard the news of the ship’s pres- 
ence, started helter skelter for her. The ice 
meanwhile had parted somewhat and the re- 
turn journey was not easy.

History of the Introduttion of the “Chi- 
cago Construction tA of the Recent 
Notable Office Buildings, with the Ex- 
ception of One, Bult on This Plan— 
Some Comparisons of the Value of Iron 
and Steel in Constguction — Buildings 
Finished and Under Way. 


If there is one feature of Chicago’s phe- 
nomenal business enterpfise which ' receives 
general recognition it is Ber high buildings. 
The towering office building structures which 
have been erected during the last five years 
have brought the city prominently before the 
investing public all over .the country. They 
have given to what is known as the Chicago 
style of architecture or Chicago construction 
an established character. ‘The verdict of the 
New York press, never ¢o aye to be over 
enthusiastic in commendahion of Chicago, is 
that te Ghicago more than any other 
city is due the development of the 
revolution in modern buildings, in conse- 
quence of which there is practically no limit to 
the height to which buildings of sufficient 
foundation area may be cafried. 

Sach advances have been madein the adapt- 
ability of building ae that the only 
probleins which are to be solved by the builder 
of a thirty or forty story Ouilding are a suit. 
able foundation and an elevator service which 
wiil place tenants of all floors in ensy com-

W. L. B. Jenney, who justly claims to have 
been the first architect to introduce the 
method of building known &s the Chicago con- 
struction, gives the year 1884 as the date of the 
introduction of that system. The following 
description of the system is of special interest 
as coming directly from him: : 

In 1584 the Home Insurance company of New 
York built the first tall fire-proof, finely-finished 
office building erected in Chicago. It demanded

Pen and Crayon Drawings. 

An interesting feature of the exhibition is a

Ab- 
bey’s drawings are full of poetry and refined 
sentiment, and Smedley’s correct society fig- 
ures show great cleverness and a certain pleas- 
ing chic, but neither of these artists treats so 
wide a range of subjects or shows so close a 
study of character.

Among the resident artists Prof. renz } 


has acquired a reputation for his painting of 
animals. His picture of a ‘“‘Cowboy Fun- 
eral’’ attracted much favorable comment in 
the Munich Exhibition this year. Peter 
Woldze writes art criticisms for the German 
papers and paints Southern scenes and darkies 
in water-color with great cleverness. The 
Tredupps, senior and junior, paint moonlight 
subjects in the style of their master, Danzette 
of Berlin. Herman Michalofski and August 
Mathus are portraitists, and Bernhart Snider 
a landscapist of talent. Mr. Heine has at- 
tracted attention by his water-colors, and Rob- 
ert Schade by his still-life painting. Mr. 
Alvis Loehr is a most prominent sculptor, 
whose model for a soldier’s monument is 
shown in the exposition, 

Four public statues grace the parks and 
thoroughfares of this city. It is to be expected 
that one of these should be raized in honor to 
Solomon Juneau, the founder of the city. 
This was done by Messrs. Bradley and Met- 
ealf. The other statues, though portraits, at 
the same timedo honor to some idea—Wash- 
ington, with a figure of a woman with her 
child at the base of the statue pointing to the 
hero; Henry Berg showing his compassion 
to a wounded dog. The latter was erected by 
the Humane Society as the center piece of a 
drinking fountain, and on the lake shore is an 
ideal figure of Lief Ericson, who is supposed 
to have discovered America in 1000 A. D. 

It would scarcely be possible to write of art 
in Milwaukee without some mention of the 


Kiéastlerheim, or Artists’ Home. This is not: 


a refuge for aged and decrepit artists, as the 
name might suggest, but a home for bohe- 
mians, a Cabaret. Several years.ago a colony 
of young men came here from Munich and 
were engaged in painting panoramas. They 
were without families and forined the habit of 
passing their evenings at a_i certain 
resort, and after sume time it was pro- 
posed to the proprietor that if he would 
furnish them a room and fit it up in the style 
of their former resorts in Munich they 
would decorate it for him. A room adjoining 
was secured and fitted up with chairs, tables, 
stained-glass windows, and fixtures of antique 
design. On the walls were painted humorous 
decorative designs, interspersed with verses of 
poetry in German text, and panels were filled 
with landscape and other subjects. The place 
is frequented by artists, actors from the Stadt- 
Theater, musicians, and newspaper men, who 
go there for their meals and to pass the even- 


_ing in discussing art and other matters over 


their beer. 

The Milwaukee Art Association, organized 
about four years ago by artists and others in- 
terested in art, numbers at present about sixty 
members. Annual exhibitions are held, and 
last year the Layton prize of $200 and the Cole- 
man prize of $150 were awarded for the best 
two paintings exhibited. This year the exhi- 
bition will be dpened about Nov. 1, and it is 
expected that the list of prizes will ‘be in- 
creased. 

The Allotria is a club composed princi- 
pally of German artists, whose object is 
amusement and the cultivation of a friendly 
feeling among its meimbers. The rooms are 
fitted up with antique tables and chairs, and 
the walls are decorated with designs of a 
broadly humorous character. The rooms are 
open at all times and reguiar meetings are 
held once a week. 


ONE HUNDRED MILES AN HOUR. 


A Philadelphia Man Claims H® Will Build 
a Locomotive That Can Make It. 

Philadelphia Record: “If the new engine 
I am about to have constructed is not capable 
of making 100 miles an hour I'll give her away 
to the first person I meet.”’ 

This astounding statement was made yester- 
day by Mr. Jackson Richards, the master me- 
chanic of the Philadelphia and Reading rail- 
road, who was exhibiting to a party of deeply 
interested persons the drawings for a locomo- 
tive which,. if successful, is almost sure to 
revolutionize the construction of the 
high-speed locomotives of the future. 
Mr. Richards, who 1s recognized all over 
the United States as having no peer in 
knowledge concerning locomotives and rail- 
road machinery, has been working on his lat- 
est invention for the last ten years, and a few 
days ago the drawings were completed and 
the patent was applied for. 

The new invention will enable a gigantic 
stride to be taken in the matter of high-speed 
locomotives, and, it the new flier is as success- 
ful as experts predict she will be, it is more 
than likely that thetime between Philadelphia 
and New York will be made in less than an 
hour. A specimen engine will be built for ex- 
hibition at the World’s Fair, and the trial trip 
will be made between here and that city. 

In outward appearance the new locomotive 
will not differ materially from the speedy 


engines now used on the Philadelphia and 


Reading railroad between this city and New 
York. The peculiarity of construction lies in 
the fact that instead of the two cylinders as 
used at present there will be four. One cyl- 


inder will be located on each side of the 
locomotive frame as at present, and the other 
two will be cast in what is known as the 
cylinder saddle. The inside pair of 
cylinders - are to be in one piece, 
and will lie on an angle. The outside 
cylinders are to be horizontal as at present. 
The four cylinders will entirely overcome 
what is known to engineers as the dead center, 
and the engine will be perfectly balanced with- 
out any counterbalance in the wheels. This 
latter improvement will, to a large degree, do 
away with the pounding which has 
prom so destructive to modern road-beds. 


he perfect balancing of the engine will be 


largely due to the working of the two cylin- 
ders so near her center, and these same cylin- 
ders, working as they do, from such a central 
point of vantage, will help out in the matter 
of speed to a great degree. 


According to the experts who have exam- 


ined the drawings the valve motion is perfect. 
‘There will be four valves—one to each ¢ylin- 
der—and they will tte operated by two links, 
the saine as now used for two cylinders. The 
engine is designed to be built on the Wooton 
fire-box, the same as is now used on the 
famous “‘206,’"" which made a miie in the re- 
markable time of 39 4-5 seconds Aug. 27. The 
ordinary speed 
will be eighty-five miles an hour.

The generally ac- 

cepted theory of the situahon is that there 

will be a decided revival itt ‘activity after a 

time, but that revival 18 not expected to bring 

about any transactions for some weeks yet. 

At present all available funds are in the 
most active employment in the movement of 
the harvest and inthe genera} business activity 
that accompanies that movement. That is 
likely to continue to be thé case for some 
time. This active employment of funds will 
be a profitable employment, and it means 
that after a time there willonce more bemuch 
money seeking investment. Very much 
the same conditions contribute to the 
activity in the realestate market as 
in the stock market. The stock market 
is of a far more speculative character, of 
course, and is, therefore, much more sensitive 
to these conditions. There are the strongest 
indications in the general industrial conditions 
of the country pointing to aperiod of pros- 
perity. That was recognized in the stock 
market long ago and resulted in extremely 
active transactions and decided rises in values. 
An investrfent demand that shall be felt m 
the real-estate field will bé miuch’ slower m 
coming; but it is certain to come if the pres- 
ent promise of general prosperity prove well 
founded, 

There are indications of a season of at least 
comparative activity in the acre market. There 
is no tangible movement as yet developed, 
but the situation is much more promising than 
it has been for some time. During the week 
a number of important acre transfers were 
recorded and negotiations for a number of 
sales of equal importance are known to be 
under way. The subdivision business, which 
is the key to the acre market, has not been so 
favorable during the last three months as was 
expected early in the year. It is now con- 
sidered that the prosperous condition of 
the country at large will -result in an 
increase of small investments. ‘ Prominent 
subdivision firms note a peculiar phase of the 
lot market. There is no general buying of 
lots in subdivisions on ali sides of the cify. 
Some actiyity can be developed in special lo- 
calities which have real merit and which have 
been properly placed before the public. There 
is not the spontaneous ahd general demand 
for lots of last year. Under the present con- 
ditions it is the unexpected which is apt to 
happen. Schemes for building improvements 
in all parts of the city which iff times of ac- 
tivity would be ignored are being carefully 
fostered, and in many cases successfully car- 
ried out. 

The project of building a thirty-four story 
structure together with the general expression 
of views on the question of high buildings by 
architects, builders, and real estate experts 
has aroused more than ordinary interest in 
the question.

THE MECCA APARTMENT BUILDING. 


$ 
Plans for the Largest Apartment House 
West of New York. 

Tuesday of last week the contract was let to 
Shields .& Cook for the erection of the largest 
apartment house ever planned for Chicago. 
This building when completed will have the 
greatest surface size of any outside of New 
Yurk City. It is to be known as the *“‘ Mecca,” 
and is being built by the Mecca company. 

The great block will frent 266 feet south on 
Thirty-fourth street, 234 feet west on Dear- 
born street, 266 feet north of a private alle 
and will be four stories high, Each floo? wi 
cover a space of one and three-fourth acres, 
giving the four floorsa total area of seven 
acres. The building will be built in two prin- 
cipal sections or wi with a large open 
court, measuring 66 feet wide and 15? feet 
deep, between. This central court will’ open 
on Thirty-fourth street and will form the 
main entering place to the block. The en- 
trance proper will be marked by a series 

f stone columns. The driveway will 
os sixteen feet wide and will ex- 
tend in a semi-circle around the fountain in 
the center of this court. The walks will border 
the entire court and will also cross its center 
and encircie the fountain. Both driveway and 
walks will be flagged with white stone, be- 
tween which will be finely kept grass plots and 
flower beds. It is the intention to make this 
miniature park a beautiful and inviting place 
for the exclusive use of the tenants. 

A covered light court thirty-three feet wide 
and 170 feet deep with surrounding balconies 
connected by four main stairways will be 
placed in the center of each of two 
wings. This arrangement will be almost 
identical with that of the Chamber 
of Commerce and other office buildings. 
From these rotundas will be entrances 
for tenants to every apartment in the 
bloek. There will also be five street entrances 
for tenants, two on State street, two on Dear- 
born street, and one on Thirty-fourth street. 
There will be no entrance to the building from 
the rotundas for servants, but from éach street 
entrance and from the alley will be entrances 
to the kitchens of each flat, which will be en- 
tirely separate from the tenants’ street en- 
tranceways. There will be two passenger ele- 
vators in the building, and a general utulit 
hoist for each apartinent. The large centr 
court will be connected by four wide passa 
ways with the rotundas in the wings and with 
the elévators. 

In the basement of the building will be lo- 
cated the heating, electric lighting, and arti- 
ficial cooling plants. Light laundry rooms 
will also occupy a portion of the basement 
and willbe thoroughly equip The re- 
mainder of space theré will be used for stor- 
age of fuel and for other purposes. The 324 
feet of State street frontage of the first floor 
wil] be divided into twelve stores and the re- 
mainder of that floor will be cut into twenty 
flata of from four to seven roomseacb.

This little poem is far below the standard of the 
Shakspearean drama, but it is the most impor- 
tant literary discovery of the last 300 years. It 
has within it the cryptogram in twelve words 
which Mr. Donnelly so elaborately traced through 
hundreds of pa of the plays. The four“ I’s” 
are striking, and so are the four “it’s” closing 
each line. They at once challenge the attention 
of the reader and lead him te look more closely 
at the four words between them. Examining 
them closely, any child can spell out from the let- 
ters the momentous words “ Bacon wrote.”’ Add- 
ing one of the four “I's” and one of the “it’s,” 
the legend in enduring brass nails flashes out, “I, 
Bacon, wrote it.””. The Bapnosse, of course, orig- 
inally contained the works that have been so long 
attributed to Shakspeare. The Recorder sends to 
Mr. Donnelly its felicitations and the assurance 
of its most di ished consideration.—New 
York Recorder.

WHAT I8 INSIDE OF THE EARTH?! 


The Question as Affected by What Is Known 
ef the Interior Heat. 

Goldthwaite’s Geographical Magazine: 
Many scientific men are devoting their lives 
to finding out all that can be learned about 
the interior of this wonderful globe of ours. 
One of the interesting problems on which they 
are engaged is the depth and geological limits 
of the permanently frozen soil. The British 
Association has collected a large amount of 
data on this question. It has already told us 
some curious things, such as the fact that ex- 
cellent wheat lands north of Manitoba over- 
lie frozen earth that never thaws. 

Some geologists find strata of rock that 
they are able to show must have been buried 
at a rernote age 10,000 feet under the surface. 
These upturned edges of rock, which some 
terrible convulsion lifted to the air, give us a 
glim of the condition of the interior some 
way ‘below the greatest depth to which we can 
attain. The workmen in the deepest mines in 
Europe swelter in almost intolerable heat, 
and yef they have never penetrated over one- 
seven-thuusandth part of the distance from 
the surface to the center of the earth. In the 
lower levels of some of the Comstock mines 
the men fought scalding water, and could 
labor only three or four hours at atime until 
the Sutro tunnel pierced the mines and drew 
4 sume of the terrible heat which had been 


The deepest boring ever made—that at 
Sperenberg, near Beriin—penetrates only 4,172 
feet, about 1,000 feet deeper than the famous 
artesian well at St. Louis. The result of “this 
imperfeet knowledge is that there are more 
theories and disputes among scientific men 
with regard to the interior “5 the earth than 
about any other problem of physical science, 
Some eminent physicists, for-instance, like 
Sir Wilhtam Thompson, have believed that the 
crust of the earth is at least 100 miles thick, 
The majority adduce good reasons for believ- 
ing that the crust is only twenty-five to fifty 
miles thick. AlJl agree that the temperature 
within the earth continues to increase as it 
does near the surface—at the rate of 1° Fahren- 
heit for about every fifty-five feet of descent. 
—- eous rocks must be fused at no great 

epth. 

In fact, at this rate of increase the tempera- 
ture at 200 miles is 28,000° Fahrenheit, which is 
Prof. Rosetti’s estimate of the probable tem- 
peratureof thesun. It is imprubabie, liowever, 


that this rate of increase is maimtained for a | 


great distance, and many pbhysicisis believe 
that at some unknown but not very great 
depth the increase in temperature ceases. Une 
of the mdst wonderful things in the study of 
science is the fact that the mysteries of one 
science are sometimes completely or partly 
explained by kuowledge gieaned in some 
other department of study. It is ‘thus that 
the naturalists who have investigated the 
fauna and flora of scores of Pacitic islands 
have learned how far south Asiatic types pre- 
vail, anid have added great weight to the cun- 
clusions of geologists that these islands were 
once a part of the big continent north of them.

IS THE SUN A MAGNET? 


Its Apparent Wonderful Ipfluence on the 
Earth. 
[Comm unicated, | 

About seventy years ago Oecrsted of Copen- 
hagen found that when a galvanic current was 
passed along a wire parallel to a magnetic 
needle the latter tended to deflect so as to 
form right angles with the direction of the 
wire. Thisdiscovery formed the foundation 
of the art of electric telegraphy and also the 
ground for a tenable theory in regard to the 
earth’s magnetism. It was argued that the 
solar rays falling upon the earth carry with 
them electric foree which passes around the 
earth’s surface in a direction parallel with the 
equator, as our planet turns on its axis daily, 
and that this is the force which causes the 
magnetic needle to poimt approximately 
north and _ south. This idea has 
not . been materially improved upon 
in the last half century, though 
in the course of that time several persons have 
laid claim to the discovery that the sun is a 
huge magnet and found fault with the world 
for not hailing them as benefactors of the 
race, Scientific observations of the sun have, 
however, furnished a great deal of material 
for sustaining the theory and explaining some 
of the phenomena of changes otherwise inex- 
plicable. It has been found that unusual dis- 
turbances on the solar surface, whether in the 
shape of big black spots which are depres- 
sions, Or eruptive prominences, are followed 
by deflections of the needle, making what are 
known as magnetic storms, and that there is 
at least some connection between them and 
displays of the aurora borealis. 

About two years ago Prof. Bigelow of 
Washi n undertook aseries of investiga- 
tions into the direction of the lines of force in 
the solar corona, that brilliant entourage of 
the sun. which is witnessed only during a total 
solar eclipse. The results of his measure- 
ments and mathematical analysis tend to 
prove that the lines referred to are identical 
in direction with those in the field of a terres- 
trial magnet, the rotation of the earth corre- 
sponding to the movement in. the electricity- 
inducing dynamo. The parallel is also found 
to account closely for the well-known daily 
oscillation of the needle in the absence of 
magnetic storms, the effect varying at any 
partacular spot on the surface as it approaches 
the sun during the morning hours and 
then recedes from him in the afternoon. 
If the earth were stationary the radiant 
force would be felt in:mediately, but owing to 
its rotatioh there is a lag of about 23 de- 

rees of arc or an hour and a half of time. 

n this point observation and the mathe- 
matics agree, and it is found that along the 
resulting curve in the lines of solar force the 
light and heat pass outward from the sun 
while the magnetic force is directed inward. 

An important theoretical deduction from 
these comparisons is that if the sun acts mag- 
netically upon the earth through the medium 
of interstellar ether the earth reacts upon the 
moon in asimilar manner, and by this will 
possibly be explained certain movements of 
the lunar nodes which are not satisfac- 
terily accounted the theory 
of gravitation, as part of 
the perihelion motion in the orbit of 
the planet Mercury. Still another curious 

int has been brought out, and this settled 
instead of being simply raised for future solu- 
tion. It is the rate of rotation of the sun near 
his poles, which has long been known to be 
slower than that near the equator. The coro- 
nal pole being found to be about 44¢ degrees 
away froth the poles of rotation it has been 
found that the former rotates once in 27 
days, 9 hours, 52 minutes, and 52 seconds. 

The results of this study are accepted as 
valuable by several leading astronomers in 
this country, and are announced for presenta- 
tion at the meeting of the International Polar 
Conference at Munich this month. An effort 
will be made to extend the observations, and 
in particular to examine the relations between 
magnetism and the weather, for which pur- 
pose improved magnetic charts will be sup- 

lied to navigators and arrangements made 

or systematic observations at land observa- 

tories. If the theory be substantiated it may 
result in a wide extension of human knowl- 
edge of the relations of worlds to each other 
and in a better understanding of “‘the New- 
tonian Potential Function in the case of Re- 
pulsion.”’ :

contractors, owing to its own violation of the 
contract. Meanwhile the work goes siowly 
forward, and seemingly but’ little progress is 
made, 

Madison street for the distance of a block 
or more on each side of the river resembles 
the deserted main street of a Southern v.llage 
during camp meeting time, so far as traflic or 
trade is concerned. The stores are barren of 
customers and the few clerks who have been re- 
tained occupy themselves during the day in 
keeping up the circulation of their blood. 
Few calls are made for goods, and sometimes 
the clerks find relief from the monotony of 
the silent stores in walking to the edge of the 
draw, watching the slow progress of the work, 
and hearing the old story of how soon the 
bridge will be completed, 

“The bridge will be finished in fifteen days ”’ 
is just as frequently heard on Madison strect 
now as the familiar store question, ‘Anything 
else today?’ when trade was good. 

Entrances to Stores Blocked. 


The west entrance of T. J. Shay’s store, at 
Nos. 284 and 286, is shut off by an unsightly 
fence, while around both doorways are piles 
of heavy lumber. The stone:.sidewalk has 
been removed, and a £passage-way 
improvised with a couple of heavy 
planks. Shay’s store occupies the 
grade floor anc is three or four steps below 
the sidewalk. At the west entrance the steps 
are falling away, as is also the heavy door- 
way, owing to the excavation underneath the 
street in order to prepare a foundation for 
bridge approaches. 

Across street entrance to the store of 
Stoll, Vannatta & Co. at No. 285 is half hidden 
behind a pile of heavy timben Half a dozen 
stores are vacant in the new Central Union 
Building owifg to the practical closing of the 
street. Nooneis doing business enough to 
pay half the rent and the street is deserted by 
teams and pedestrians. The stores are filled 
with goods and the merchants are prepared to 
do business, but nobody comes to buy. 

The bridge was to have been completed 
during the Cregier administration, but it was 
not begun until the time when it was to have 
been finished under the contract had almost 
expired, The delay was the fault of the city 
authorities. They did not remove the Madi- 
son street bridge and float it to Washington 
street as agr ard the contractors for the 
new structure were compelled to carry 
the iron, timber, and stone they had 
ordered shipped for nearly a year and a half 
before it could be used. As a consequence 
they do not feel inclined to use more than a 
reasonable degree of energy in pushing the 
work to a finish, and the city is in no fe 
position to push them. 

Contractors Are Not Liable. 

According to City Engineer Clark, there 
are no penalties in the contract which might 
be enforced im case the work was not finished, 
and besides he 1s of the opinion that the action 
of the city in failing to carry out its obliga- 
tions would-.act as a bar in any event.. 

T. J. Shay, who conducts a wholesale and 
retail boot and shoe store at Nos. 284 and 286 
East Madison street, said yesterday: ‘* My 
retail trade is now less than half what it used 
to be, and some days notasingle customer 
comes into the store. This has been the case 
since last February. -While the floating bridge 
was operated we did some business, but since 
that has been removed we have no retail 
trade whatever from transients, which has 
always. been a feature of considerable im- 
portance in our business. It doesn’t affect 
the wholesale department 30 much, yet there 
is a perceptible loss there owing to the 
difficulty in handling goods with the street in 
such bad shape. : 

The manager of the Union Grocery com- 
pany, Nos. 274 and 276 East Madison street, 
said: **We have no transient trade and mat- 
ters could hardly be worse unless the street 
was entirely closed. As things now stand we 
can do nothing. Our rent goes on and we are 
at great expense without realizing any benefit. 
This has been the case since March. Prom. 
ises were given that the bridge would be ready 
July 1, then the time was extended to August, 
then September, and now we are promised the 
bridge the first of next month, but it does not 
look now as if it would be ready then. While 
the floating bridge was in operation we did a 
fair transient business, but that was taken 
away six wecks ago, and we have done no 
business of any account.”’ 

S. K. Vannatta of the firm of Stoll, Van- 
natta & Co., distillers and manager of the 
Chicago branch, No. 285 Madison street, said: 
“This thing is outrageous, and the men 
have to loaf 
half It seems 
a systematic swinbie and yet we are powerless 
todo anything. Thedoor of my office has 
been fenced in and many country customers 
have been unable to find us when in Chicago. 
We are a Lexington, Ky., house and opened 
here only when it was agreed that the bridge 
should be finished not later than July 1, but 
still we are ae At no time has the work 
been pushed ahead, and the force has been 
small. There has apparently been no system 
and the people on the street have been the 
sufferers, 

Could Have Been Finished in Sixty Days. 


“I have consulted engineers and they tell me 
that the work could have been finished in sixty 
days if enough men had been put to work. 
Instead of working three shifts the contractors 
have had only one and those inen have sol- 
diered and killed time continually. Still we 
ver ES ee wpe petaned 

" We have no business at all,” said Henr 
Kestner, No. 288 East Madison street. “ The 
work on the bridge has been slow and half the 
time only afew men were working. It has 
only been duriig the last week that anything 
like activity has been displayed. The bridge 
was promised for July and still it isin an un. 
finished sta‘e. I have little hope that it will 
be finished in October.”” On the west siae of 
the river the same complaints are heard. the 
Washington Hotel being the heaviest loser. 
At the hotel it is olelted that the sidewalk in 
front of the buildimg has frequently been im. 
posaaas owing to the lumber piled there.

Mr. Guillemard 
relies chiefly upon the evidence of Schdner’s 
two globes, constructed in 1515 and 1520, and 
of an anonymous German pamphlet from 
which Schéner seems to have drawn his in- 
formation. As to the latter document, it is 
sufficient to remark that it places the straits 
in latitude 40° south, and adds that they are 
“not far” from Malacea. Mr. Guillemard 
hus failed to observe that Schéner’s giobes 
not only mark a strait at the southern extrem- 
ity of America, but also show a navigable 
channel, with ships inthe fairway, directly 
across the Isthmus of Panama.

Sept. 20, 1519. ‘I'he flagship was the Trinidad 
of 110 tons; besides which there sailed the 
Santo Antonio of 120 tons, the Concepcion of 
90 tons, the Victona of 85 tons, and the Sant- 
iago of 75 tons. What they were, how rigged 
and masted, is not known. They probably 
bore some resemblance to the vessels depicted 
in the accompanying illustration from De Bry.

On_ the 
evening of Easter day Gaspar Quesada, Cap- 
tain of the Concepeion, accompanied by Juan 
Sebastian del Cano and some thirty armed 
men, boarded the Santo Antonio, seized and 
imprisoned her Captain, Alvaro de Mesquita, 
and disarmed the crew. The Victoria, 
under her traitorous Captain, Louis de 
Mendoza, had alréady joined the mutineers, 
who were thus in possession of three ships out 
of five. But Magellan was equal to the emer- 
gency: The Victoria was recaptured by strat- 
agem and Mendoza slain.

coast. But it was not till the 6th of March, 
1521, that they sighted land. This was the 
island of Guam, one of . Ladrone or Rob- 
ber group, a name conferred by the Spaniards 
on account of the thievish propensities of the 
natives. Magellan himself, surprised at the 
speed and build of the native craft, gave to 
the group the name of the “ Lateen-Sail Isl- 
ands.*’ 

A fight ensued,in which the islanders were 
worsted, and after obtaining provisions the 
Spaniards took their departure March 9. A 
week later the Philippine Islands were dis- 
covered, Friendly relations were at once es- 
tablished with the natives, and oral communi- 
cation was opened at Limassaua through 
Enrique of Malacca, the Malay slave of Ma- 
gellan. The ceremony of blood brotherhood 
was performed by the King and Magellan, and 
the former conducted the Spaniards to the 
fertile island of Sebu. 

Here for a while Magellan’s affairs pros- 
pered beyond his expectations. The King of 
Sebu received the ~ ona with the utmost 
kindness, and the whole population embraced 
Christianity with a samp ogres that should 
have convinced Magellan of the unreality of 
their conversion. But the end was at 
hand. Fired with missionary zeal, Magel- 
lan: attempted to reduce the neighboring 
island of Mactan, over which the King 
of Sebu asserted a claim of sovereignty. Re- 
jecting the offer of a large contingent from 
Sebu, Magellan attacked the refractory isl- 
anders with asmall force of Spaniards, who 
were utterly routed by the thousands of na- 
tives, who fought from the cover of the thick 
bush. In protecting the retreat of his men, 
Magellan fell, pierced with many wounds, and 
the corpse remained in the enemy’s hands. 
The Spaniard’s endeavored to ransom the 
body, but without success, and the great sailor 
sleeps in an unknown grave. 

For the further adventures of the expedition, 
the “‘hairbreadth ’scapes,’’ the “‘ moving acci- 
dents by flood and field” which the survivors 
experienced, the reader must be referred to 
Mr. Guillemard. The general result is, of 
course, well known. The &h of September, 
1522, the Victoria arrived at San Lucar, laden 
with the produce of the Moluccas. The honors 
which would have been Magellan’s fell to her 
commander, Juan Sebastian del Cano, who 
had participated in the mutiny at Port St.

IN FAMOUS OLD DERRY. 


CELEBRATION OF THE SIEGE AND RE- 
LIEF OF THE “MAIDEN CITY.” 


Historic Ground Where the Cry Was “No 
Bread and No Surrender"—An Annual 
Public Rejoicing by the Descendants of 
the Famous ’Prentice Boys—A Cit} 
Which Has Been the Beloved Home of 
Scores of Brave Mem of Note—Bits of 
Beautiful Scenery. 


Lonpoysperry, Ireland, Aug. 22.—[Special 
Correspondence. |—For the last two weeks this 
brave old city has been full of the holiday 
bustle attendant upon celebrating and re- 
counting the glories of the two hundred and 
second anniversary of the relief of Derry. 
Aug. 12 the “ Maiden City,” as she is. called 
from having withstood successfully three 
trying sieges, celebrated the event with.all 
due pomp. The city’s usual population of 
30,000 was swelied to 80,000, the surroundmg 
Counties of Londonderry, Donegal. Tyrone, 
Fermanagh, Antrim, Down, Armagh, Cavan, 
and Monaghan having poured forth thousands 
of visitors to witness the attractive display. 

The siege of Derry, one of the most re- 
nowned in history, is too well known to need 
much repeating here. Macaulay, Reid, Hill, 
Froude, Graham, Young, Walker, Lecky, and 
other historians have made it familiar to the 
student and the scholar, while to the novelist 


and the poet it has proved a fruitful theme, 
and all have shown that the defense made by 
its defenders upset a dynasty, changed the 
course of a mighty empire, and established 
forever on British soil the blessings of civil 
and religious liberty. 

Shortly after his accession to the throne 
James II. with high-handed measures tyran- 
nized over the liberties-and consciences of his 
subjects, and in Ireland oom | his acts

Toward 
the end of Juiy Kirke, who was still idiotical-

Boldly they sailed 
up Lough Foyle, passed the fort of Culmore

was steered for the very center of the obstruc- 
tion. Struck with full force the boom parted, 
and though the ship in its recoil went ashore 
the passage was cleared for a free entry to 
Derry. Now that Derry was reinforced by 
men, food, and ammunition, De Rosen stole 
away that night, and so ended a siege that is 
scarcely paralleled in history. :

A spiral 
staircase gives access to the top, from which 
the city and its surroundings for twenty miles 
can be seen. 

Every year since 1689 the two famous an- 
niversaries have been celebrated, Dec. 18, 
“The Closing of the Gates,’”’ and Aug. 12, 
“The Relief of Derry.””’ These commemora- 
tions are cclebrated by a society known as 
“The Apprentice Boys.”’ It is not a secret 
society,.neither is it partisan or sectarian, but 
merely a local organization formed for the 
purpgse of observing the anniversaries of two 
great events in the city’s history. Though 
called ** Apprentice Boys” in memory of the 
thirteen apprentices who shut out Antrim and 
his “‘Redshanks,"’ none of its members are 
boys, neither are any of them apprenticed to 
atrade. The various clubs of the society are 
composed of clergymen, lawyers, doctors, 
military and naval officers, bankers, mer- 
chants, peers, and members of Parliament. 

The meres this year began with salutes 
at midnight of the llth from the light artil- 
lery of the society. At sunrise of the 12th the 
crimson banners of the clubs were unfurled

American travelers deprive themselves of 
much gratification and pleasure by steadily 
adhering to a beaten route or by following the 
scheduled trips of tourist companies or guide- 
books. How few Americans crossi the 
ocean by the lines calling at Moville know 
aught of the famous city twenty miles up the 
lough? Standing onthe steamer’s deck the 
eye can readily behold the cross that. sur- 
mounts the steeple of the venerable cathedral 
that hasstood there for centuries, in the dis- 
tance to the :eft lies the coast of Antrim, with 
the surf wildly beating the Giant’s Causeway. 
Near by is the famous Magilligan strand, 
while towering over it lie the dark hills of 
County Londonderry, while on the right re- 
pose in quiet dignity the noted watering- 
places of Moville and Greencastle. 

Twenty miles from Moville, at the extreme 
end of Ennishowen, proudly sitting on a hill 
is the ancient City of Derry, the fairest and 
most famous of any in the three kingdoms. It 
lies on the west bank of the River Foyle, 
twelve miles below Lifford, and four miles 
above Culmore, where the Foyle empties itself 
into the lough of the same name. The city is 
situated on an oval-shaped hill, sloping in all 
directions. The scenery around the quaint old 
‘place cannot be sytrpassed in Ireland. To the 
north lie the green fields and woods ot Penny- 
burn, with the lough géntly miter gy Fs its 
ocean home; to the south, the high hills of 


Tyrone and the dark woods of romantic 
Prehen, with the Foyle River winding in be-

It has a massivé tower, sur- 
mounted with a steeple, the apex of which is 
visible ge miles away. e tower con- 
tains.a full chime of sweet-toned bells, pre- 
sented by Lord Strafford, whose death war- 
rant Charles the Martyr so unwillingly signed. 
The interior of the edifice is remarkably beau- 
tiful.

A 
wood-cut was published by Giovis in 1496 at 
Basle in a volume issued by Perna and enti- 
tled “ Elogia Virorum Bellica Virtute Illus- 
trium.”’ evidence is therefore very strong 
that this work is contemporary. 
Another point claimed for this work is that 
it shows a wart on the left side of the face, 
which has been noted by contemporary 
writers and which appears in no other por- 
trait. 

In 1552 Cosmo di Medicis and Princess 
Hippolyto Gonsagues each sent an artist to 
Como to copy the portrait and in 1579 Fer- 
dinand of Austria did likewise. James But- 
ler in his “Portraits of Columbus” pub- 
lished at Madison, Wis., in 1883, holds that 
this is the only authentic portrait, and so does 
Darrin, among other French writers. 

Other psinters, in addition to those men- 
tioned, who did notable portraits of Colum- 
bus are: Del Piombo (1484-1547), who was 4 
friend of Giovio; Lorenzo Lotto, the Venetian 
(1480-1554); and Antonio Rincon, a painter of 
the court of Ferdinand and Isabella (1446- 
1550). 

It is worthy of notice that the Italians of 
New York City, who are to erect a statue of 
Columbus, use the Di Orchi face, even to the 
wart, and represent the great navigator as 
very tall, with rather long hair and smooth 
sha 


ven. 

This statue will be unveiled the 12th of Oc- 
tober, 1 on the ion of the fourth cen- 
tennial ce bration of the anniversary of the 
discovery of America, by the Spaniards, who 
have formed a society called the Colon Cer- 
vantes club. The Italian newspaper Ji Pro- 
gresso was the originator of the idea of a statue, 
and in doing so, of course, procured a good ad- 
vertisemefit for itself. ‘The statue comprises a 
base with a beautiful design in bronze, alle- 
gorical of the genius of Columbus and set in 
marble, and a marble pedestal, which is sur- 
mounted with the figure of Columbus clothed 
in a flowing robe. The total height is to be 
seventy-five feet. The funds to build this 
handsome statue were collected by. subscrip- 
tion from all classes and creeds in the city. 
The construction of the monument is under 
the direction of thr sculptor, Gaetano Russo of 
Rome, and under theim mediate surveillance of 
Senator Monteverde, Prof. Fenari, Calderini, 
Tacconi, and some of the greatest artists se- 
lected by the Italian Government. The statue 
will be erected in Central Park and donated 
to the City of New York. Imre Kiralfy is in 
Spain preparing an elaborate program of 
pageants in ancient costumes which will mark 
the occasion.

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ANTE-MORTEM MONUMENT 


BUILT IN THE CITY OF MUSKEGON BY 
A GENEROUS LUMBERMAN. 


A Self-Made Man Who Is Helping Others 
to Rise—A Wise Method of Perpetuat- 
ing » Good Name—Schoolhouse, Public 
Library, Fountain, Soldiers’ Monument, 
and Park Will Keep Green the Memory 
of Charlies H. Hackley in the Bustling 

Musxzcox, Mich., Sept. 10.—[Special Cor- 
respondence. |—In this prospering and beauti- 
ful city of some 30,000 inhabitants there are 
many reasons for the citizens to feel elated 
over the many pleasant lines which have fallen 
in their way. The city itself, tempered by the 
influences of a great body of water, is a de- 
lightful place in which to live, and, as the town 
contuins a greater number of wealthy men ac- 
cording to its population than any other city 
in the Northwest—men who, having made 
their fortunes here, are now adorning and 
beautifying tre home of their adoption—it is 
being advanced in all the branches of com- 
merce and industry, as well as the arts. 

Principal among the pleasant things which 

have fallen to the common share of all alike 

have been the munificent presents to he city 

by its successful townsman, Mr. Charlies H. 

Hackley. The 25th day of May, 1888, while in 

a meditative mood in his office, Mr. Hackley 

wrote a letter to the Board of Education of 

the city, in which he asked that body to act as 
trustee in behalf of the city in handling for 
him a fund for the erection and maintenance 
of afree public library. This trust was ac- 
cepted by the board, and! today the city has 
one of the prettiest and best equipped 
library buildings in the Northwest, the 
whole costing in the neighborhood of 
$150,000. The library is now fully completed 
and stocked with about 20,000 volumes, and 
has a maintenance fund for both expenses and 
the addition of new books.

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HE WAS THE AUTHOR OF THE STORY 
THAT SHERMAN WAS INSANE. 


A Curious Official Letter Just Discovered 
in the Rebellion Records in Which Hal- 
leck Charged That Sherman Had Been 
Stampeded and Was Physically and 
Mentally Unfit for a Command—Origin 


Atlanta Many a Pang. 

Wasuinotor, D. C., Sept. 10.—[Special Cor- 
respondence, } —A singulsr letter, hidden away 
in the rebellion archives of the War Depart- 
ment, has just been discovered. For many 
years it has been suspected that such a let- 
ter existed, but until now its full text has 
never been printed. This letter was written 
by Gen. H. W. Halleck to Gen. George B. Mc- 
Clellan, and its chief importance lies in the 
fact that it was the pretext for the absurd 
canard, rife at the beginning of the war, 
that Gen. W. T. Sherman was insane. It is 


popularly but wrongly supposed -that Gen. 
Simon Cameron, Mr. Lincolf’s tirst Secretary 
of War, accidentally and wholly inno- 
cent of any intentional wrong, gave 
origin to the damaging story. In his 
“‘Memoirs” Gen. Sherman himself pre- 
tends to hold Secrétary Oameron respon- 
sible for what he modestly calls the “ rumor ”’ 
of his insanity, and intimates that the*Secre- 
tary, knowing its utter falsity, ought to have 
denied the story. Yet those who read the fol- 
lowing correspondence cannot doubt that when 
he wrote his *‘ Memoirs,’”’ Gen. Sherman was 
fully aware of the substance of Halleck’s 
letter to McClellan. The story is an interest- 
ing one, and should be told in the light of the 
official documents, 

Gen, Sherman assumed command in Ken- 
tucky the 8th of October, 1861. He found 
things in a dangerous condition; the rebels 
very active and aggressive, and to oppose 
them only a handful of undisciplined and dis- 
organized Union. troops. The General, 
naturally of an irascible oye weape at best, 
was greatly harassed by this sate of affairs. 
He was visited at Louisville the 18th by the 
Secretary of War. Secretary Cameron found 
Sherman in a gloomy frame of mind, 

rsonal observation seems to have given 

im an unfavorable impression of the Gen- 
eral’s capacity for either’ military or civil’ 
leadership. Among other things General 
informed the Secretary that it would require 
200,000 men to clean the rebels out of Ken- 
tacky and the Mississippi Valley. At that 
period this was deemed a wild exaggeration, 
and it is said the Secretary pronounced it an 
““imsane”’ view of the rebel power in the 
West. This interview, and Sherman’s esti- 
mate of the force required, is generally re- 
ferred to as the prologue to a fiction of sensa- 
tional proportions, which for a few months 
had a great run. 

The 15th of November Sherman was re- 
lieved by Gen. Don Carlos Buell, and, shaki 
the dust of Kentucky from his feet, the 
reported for duty to Gen. Halleck at St. 
Louis. Affairs in Missouri at that time were 
fully as discouraging as he had left them in 
Kentucky. Halleck had known Sherman fa- 
vorably in California previous to the war, and 
at once sent him on an inspection tour to 
Western Missouri. He had orders to take 
command in case there was danger of an attack, 
and did so, The 26th he began telegraphing 
from Sedalia to headquarters that the rebels 
in force under Sterling Price were rapidly _ad- 
vancing. The other officers at the front, how- 
ever, were not alarmed, and 1n fact were send- 
ing uews of an entirely different purport to 
Halleck. On false information Sherman had 
begun to move the troops of Pope and other 
Generals into position to meet the enemy, but 
Pope’s protests and more correct reports 
caused Halieck to order Sherman back to St. 
Louis. This episode was described in the fo!- 
lowmg remarkable letter from Halleck to the 
General-in-Chief at Washington. It bas never 
been printed, either in the public press, rec- 
ords, or war histories: 


[Confidential.] 
Sr. Lougs, Mo.., - 12, 1861,—Maj.Gen. George 
B. MeCiellan, General-in-Chief, Washington, D. 
C.—General: As sta in a former communica- 
tion Brig.-Gen. W. T. Sherman, on reporting here 
for duty, was ordered to in troops (three di- 
visions) at Sedalia and vicinity, and if, In the ab- 
sence of Gen. Pope, he deemed there was danger 
of an immediate attack he was authorized to as- 
sume the command. He did so, and commenced 
the movement of troops in a manner which I did 
not approve and countermanded. I also received 
information from officers there that Gen. Sher-

The original of this letter, body and signa- 
ture all in Gen. Halleck’s handwriti is now 
on file in the War Records Office. y and 
inconsiderate as the letter was, it seems quite 
clear that its author could have had no possi- 
ble motive in writing it other than to keep his 
chief at Washington fully informed of the sit- 
uation. It must be remembered that Halleck 
himself had but just arrived from California, 
was new to the Missouri command, and only 
recently raised from civil life to the rank of 
Major-General.

It is not improbable that the gist of Hal- 
leck’s letter leaked out to the public through 
the General-in-Chief’s headquarters at Wash- 
ington, and, ly distorted, traveled to 
Cincinnati. However all this may be, it is 
not difficult in the light of Halleck’s letter 
and the resulting correspondence to draw an 
accurate and satisfactory conclusion; the 
reader does not require the assistance of coun- 
sel to determine how and when and by 
whom the story of Sherman’s insanity was 
originated. It at once be con- 
ceded that Secretary Cameron was 
not the guilty man. And while Halleck 
did not believe that Sherwman was crazy 
and did not mean to say that he was crazy, he 
said enough, and the newspapers were not slow 
to take advantage of 1t. Perhaps the bitter fee)- 
ing Sherman manifested toward Halleck at 
the close of the war, grow out of the 
Johnston-Sherman peace conference, may 
have had part of its origin way back in this 
Sedalia affair. | 

But there is another interest part to this 
story. When Halleck’s rejoinder to Sher- 
man’s letter of the 12th is read it is quite ap- 
parent that the latter did not the “ frank- 
ness’ which he so confi aptly expected. 
After letting Sherman’s letter lie around for 
afew days unanswered he at last mustered 
courage to reply as follows: 

Sr. Lours, Dec. 18, 1861.—Brig.-Gen. W. T. Sher- 
man—My Dear General: Yours of the 12th was 
received a day or two ago, but was mislaid for 
the moment among private papers, or 1 should 
have answered sooner. The newspaper. attacks 
are certainly shameless and scandalous, bat I 
cannot agree with you that they have us in their 
power “‘ to destroy us as they please.” 1 certainly 
get my share of abuse, but it wild not disturb me. 

Your movement of the troops was not counter- 
manded by me. because | thought it an unwise 
one in itself, but because I was not then ready for 
it. I had better information Price’s move- 
ments than you had, and I had no apprehension 
of an attack. I intended to concentrate 
the forces on line, but I 
wished the movement dela until I 
could determine on a better posi . re 
ceiving Lieut.-Col. McPherson’s report 1 made 
precisely the location you had ordered. I was 
desirous at the time not to prevent the advance 
of Price by any movement on our part, hoping that 
he would move on Lexington, but,finding that he 
had determined to remain at Oscevia for some 
time at least, 1 made the movement you 5 roposed. 
As you could not know my plans, you and others 
may have misconstrued the reason of my counter- 
manding your orders. 

I deem it my duty, however,tosay to you,General, 
in all frankness and kindness, remarks made 
by you,both at Sedalia and in thiscity (if lam cor- 
rectly informed), about our defenseless condition 
robability that the enemy would take 
this city have led to unfair and harsh comments 
by those who did not know. I say this merely to 
put you on your guard in future. 

I hope to see you well enough for duty soon. 
Our reorganization goes on slowly, but we will 
effect itin time. Yours truly. H. W. Hauecs. 

After Gen. Sherman had returned to duty 
some conferences evidently took place be-

A Clear Idea of the Necessities of Travel 
in Seuth Africa—An Elaborate and 
Costly Business—Personnel of the Expe- 
dition New Methods of “Salting” 
Horses—A Camp-Fire Concert in Bechu- 
analand—One of England’s Efficient Ad- 
vance Guards of Civilization. 


UTI, Aug. 5.—[Special 
Correspondence, | —At 
Tuti I had the pleas- 
ure of joining my 
wagons and of seeing 
again the other friends 
who are accompany- 
ing me to Mashona- 
land who-n I had tak- 
en leave of at Cape 
Town more than six 
weeks previously. 
They had been doing 
all the real hard, 
rough work of the 
journey and making a 
long, ‘tedious, and 
from some points of 
view an anxious trek. Maj. Giles, whom 
I mentioned, I think, in a former letter, 
an ex-artillery officer of many years’ 
South African service and experience, 
had undertaken the superintendence and 
general management of the expedi- 
tion, a heavy and complicated business, 
as will be seen when the composition of the 
expedition 1s gone into in detail, in which he 
had been most efficiently assisted by Mr. Ed- 
gell, who had seen much wild life in the Rocky 
Mountains and in cattle ranches, and by Mr. 
McKay, wholast year formed one of the pioneer 
force dispatched into Mashonaland. I may 
mention that Maj. Giles stands six feet four 
inches, Mr. Edgell, six feet four and a half 
inches, Mr. McKay, six feet, Messrs. Morkell 
and Myburgh, the conductors, six feet five 
inches each—a fine collection of giants. 

The organizing and equipping of an African 
expedition is an elaborate and costly business ; 
and a detailed account of the work, while I 
fear it may not greatly interest the general 
public, may be of value to those at home who 
may be contemplating or who may undertake 
a journey similar to mine, 

In London a large outlay had been made. 
Tents and all camp equipment, cooking appli- 
ances and utensils had been supplied by 
Messrs. Silver.of Bond street and Cornhill. 
The following rifles and guns had been bought 
in Bond street: 1. A double-barreled 577 
breech-loading Henry rifle. 2. A single-bar- 
reled ditto. 3 A _ single-barreled 450 
breech-loadi Henry rifle. 4 A pair of 
No. 12 hessthiondine shotguns, with rebound- 
ing locks. 5. Six Winchester repeating rifles, 
new pattern, 450 bore, carrying four cartridges 
in the magazine. I also had a 500-bore 
breech-loading double-barreled rifle. In addi- 
tion to this armament there were purchased 
at Kimberley two pair of No. 12 shotguns 
made by Greener, four ordinary Martini-Hen- 
ry rifles, and two sporting ditto. We have 
with us, I think, about 10,000 rounds of am- 
munition. 

I would venture to give a word of warning 
and advice to those who start on a South Afri- 
can journey and who have to purchase mate- 
rial at home. I foolishly imagined that if I 
resorted to West End tradesmen in London, 
though I would. have to pay considerably 
higher prices, at least I would obtain the 
best articles turned out and packed «in 
the best possible manner. But in this 
I have been: disappointed from not hav- 
ing personally seen after everything down to 
the smallest details. For instance, three bell 
tents were supplied by Messrs. Silver, all of 
old and each of different patterns, with poles 
too long, causing very great inconvenience 
when unpacked and brought intouse. All the 
packing-cases were of such weak or flimsy 
material that after being opened they became 
useless. More than that, the packing of the 
articles was so defective that many things 
were found broken, especially an elaborate 
stove, and lamps of more than one kind. An 
expensive canteen on being opened was found 
to be defective in many articles. 

I could cite other instances of carelessness 
and neglect which ought to be most carefully 
guarded against, for in a country such as this 
defects in the original equipment cannot be 
made good and will always produce vexation 
and inconvenience, and may sometimes be at- 
tended with consequences still more serious. 

At Kimberley servants and grooms had to 
be engaged, wagons, oxen, mules, and horses 
purchased. Here again i would advise the 
traveler who has to make purchases at Kim- 
berley to personally inspect and examine 
every article ordered and to see to the pack- 
ing of it. A large wholesale house to whom I 
had special letters of recommendation sup- 
plied us with many shockingly bad articles of 
the most shoddy description, and parts of the 
mining equipment which had been ordered 
were found on arrival here not to have been 
sent. The state of the expedition as I found 
it on arrival here was as follows: 

In addition to those gentlemen I have al- 
ready mentioned it had been joined by Captain, 
the Hon. Charles Coventry of the Bechuana- 
land Border Police, who had obtained three 
months’ leave. Also we had been fortunate 
in securing the services of Mr. Hans Lee, a 
well-known and most successful hunter, 
through whom we hope to obtain some big 
game shooting. The remainder of the person- 
nel was as follows: Three white servants, two 
**Cape boys,’”’ four grooms, two cooks, with 
two native boys to assist; two donkey 
herds, fourteen native drivers and lead- 
ers. The live stock consisted of 108 oxen, 1 
slaughter cow, 13 riding horses, 8 mules, 1 
mare torun with the mules, 14 donkeys, I 
dogs—mostly curs. The vehicles were 1 ‘‘ spi- 
der’ carriage; 1 mule wagon, drawn by 12 
mules: 4 half-tent wagons, drawn by 10 oxen 
each; 1 brick or uncovered wagon, also drawn 
b 10 oxen; 1 Scotch cart on two 
ohenin drawn by 8 oxen. This quan- 

tity of wheeled vehicles and cattle 
and mules had and still have to draw 
about 21,000 pounds of meal, mealies, potatoes, 
onions, and various other provisions; 2,000 
pounds of ammunition, 1,500 pounds of trading 
goods, 2,500 pounds mining tools and plant, 
8,000 pounds of baggage, 5,000 pounds of camp 
equipment, furniture and miscellaneous 
articles, 3,000 pounds corn and forage for 
horses, and about 1.500 pounds of saddler 
and stable en making a total, with 
allowances for other necessary weights, of up- 
ward of 40,000 pounds, or, according to local 
measurement, some twenty tons weight of 
freight. 

The enumeration of the above will be suffi- 
cient to indicate the amvuunt of thought, care, 
and trouble which are requisite for the con- 
veyance of such a troop and such a quantity of 
stores across such a country as South Africa, 
with its hopeless roads, its swamps and rocky 
places, its fevers and sicknesses, without incur- 
ring accident, damage, or loss. So great had 
been the care, knowledge, and experience 
brought to bear on this expe- 
dition by Maj. Giles and those 
with him that the trek from Vryburg 
to Tuti, a distance of 550 miles, had been ac- 
complished in a period of fifty-fourdays, only 
thirty-tive days of which were occupied in ac- 
tual treking, thus covering the distance at a 
rate of about sixteen and ahaif miles per trav- 
eling day. This trek has been, moreover, ac- 
complished without the loss of a single ox, 
with the loss of only two mules, one from 
sickness, one from accident, and with the 
temporary loss of seven donkeys, five of 
which have been recovered. No case of sick- 
ness has occurred among the men of the ex- 
pedition, either white or colored. 

Maj. Giles’ most remarkable success has 
been with the horses, all of which have been 
brought in here in even better condition than 
they were in when they were originally bought. 
The horse sickness in South Africa causes 
such heavy loss that I am tempted to dwell 
on this subject. Most authorities are of opin- 
ion that it is useless to purchase horses for 
African journeys unless they are what is 
termed “ salted’’—i.e@, have had and have 
recovered from the sickness. Such horses, 
however, are for the most part sorry, 
wretched steeds, without spirit and with very 
inferior strength. They by no means enjoy 
perfect immunity from further attacks of 
sickness. Large prices, moreover, ranging 
from £50 upward, are asked for them. 

Maj. Giles resolved to ascertain whether by 

great and constant care he could not, at least 

at this season of the year, preserve his horses 
from the sickness. He had to encountera 
good deal of derision from persons of all sorts 
of experience, who freely prophesied he would 
not b a horse alive to Tuti. So far these 
prophets have been proved to be entirely 
wrong. Mr. McKay, who has undertaken the 


paey rhe bye: horses, has given mie the follow- 


of thé management: 
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times a week each horse has its nostrils slight- 
ly tarred inside; once a week 4 sprinkling of 
salt is added to the mealies on which they are 
fed, and once a week a tonic dose 
is administered to each, com of 
about two wine glasses of gin with enough 
quinine to cover a shillmmg well - piled up 
mixed with the gin. Further, in places with 
an evil reputation for horse sickness the horses 
were never allowed to go to the river or other 
water; buckets of water were brought to the 
camp and allowed to stand for an hour or 
more in the sun and then slightly chilled. 
The great and principal precaution is that 
some one trustworthy person should daily see 
that the grooms carry out these regulations 
conscientiously. A few minutes’ neglect de- 
stroys the effect of ‘ali the care of days and 


weeks. 

I admit that persons here assert that all pre- 
cautions against horse sickness are unavail- 
ing, and that we have been favored by singu- 
lar luck which cannot be expected to follow 
uslong. Yet the treatment described above 
is strictly in accordance with common sense 
and with elementary sanitary science, and is 
surely worth a careful trial in view of the 1m- 
mense value of horses to the traveler in South 
Africa. ' 

I should add that all the oxen which were 
brought in yesterday for inspection appeared 
to be of fine quality and in first-class condi- 
tion. Certainly no one would imagine that 
the respective three pairs had been engaged 
during the last three weeks in drawing wagon- 
loads of about 4,000 pounds apiece over a dis. 
tance of 550 miles along Bechuanaland roads. 
If we are successful in reaching Fort Salis- 
bury in the same good condition in which we 
find ourselves here it is probable that the 
stock of the expedition will be disposed of at 
prices far in excess of what were originally 
paid for it, and that the care and trouble 
which have been expended on it will be ade- 
quately rewarded. 

Our camp is by special permission of the 
commanding officer pitched on the north bank 
of the river on a space which had been cleared 
for a cricket ground. Ali around is the bush 
veldt, where at some distaace from the camp 
the animals find good grazing. Here at an 
altitude of 1,850 feet the weather is found to 
be much warmerin the daytime than in the 
high uplands of the Transvaal; nor is there 
any frost at night. At this time of year the 
situation is fairly healthy, and there is no 
fever among the troops. During the rainy 
season the troops suffered considerably from 
fever and dysentery, and the horse sickness 
ravaged the mouths, some eighty pairs of 
horses having been lost. 

It is said that the chartered company will 
give up this station, which is to be taken over 
by the Bechuanaland Border Police. 

Last night the military foree entertained 
our party at acamp-fire concert. A colossal 
and plutonic bonfire threw a wild and glar- 
ing light upon the surrounding scenery and 
upon the groups of men and natives in many 
colored and motley attire. The attendance 
must have numbered over a hundred. Many 
excellent songs were sung, and one recitation 
bearing on Sir Charles Warren’s Bechuana- 
land exploits achieved a great success, A 
single verse will indicate the spirit of the 
poe and the reputation of the officer: 

you see there was no fighting on that glorious 

campaign, 
For nota man was wounded, not a warrior was 


slain.

It was after 11 before the program was com- 
pleted, officers and men taking equal parts in 
the performance. The men were in the high- 
est spirits, the officers being obviously ex- 
tremely popular. At the close Sir Frederick 
Carrington add them in a stirring 
speech, and was enthusiastically cheered.

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A QUIET STREET IN BAYREUTH. 
Bayreuth is a stuffy little town, interesting, 
of course, from a historical point of view to 
all lovers of the Wagnerian in music, but dis- 
tinctly uncomfortable to visit for various rea- 
sons, of which vermin, and extortion, for 
which the town is fast becomming famous, are 
not the least.

The general scheme 
for the creation of a united Germany—the 
dream of centuries—was undoubtedly the 
work of Prince Bisinarck, and evolved 
out of his own brain.

who built it, and the splendid old King was 
their able employer, responsible to his coun- 
try for the zeal, conduct, and ability of both. 
Able and skillful as Prince Bismarck’s diplo- 
macy undoubtedly was, it would -have been 
but empty vaporing without the weight and 
influence which it obtained from the great 
achievements of the Prussian army. The 
weak nation goes to the wall in all negotia- 
tions with foreign countries. In this strange 
trinity each kept punctiliously to his own 
special functions. King, deservedly at 

head of the army, most justly inspired 

general confidence in iat bie position, as a 
real soldier in instinct, a splendid fighting 
soldier in heart and by his war training. Un- 
like most of the ordinary soldier Princes in 
history he was wise enough to bow on all im- 
portant military questions to the advice of his 


great strategist, Von Moltke.

IN THE RUINS OF POMPEIL 


House Decoration and Artistic Taste Among 
the Ancients. 

Napius, Aug. 31.—See Naples anddie! Die 
first, and if the past life has been bad enough 
you will see a place much more comfortable 
than Naples at midsummer. It requiresa 
good deal of courage to confess that one has 
been ifi Italy in July, but it must be aduii:tted 
without any ingenious extenuation, and it is 


quite useless to claim that noone knows the 


charms of Italy till he has bared his head to 
the copper sky of the dog days. 

It is disappointing, too, in visiting places 
that hitherto were merely geographical or his- 
torical expressions, but of which every one has 
dreamed, that the rush does not come 
which should have flooded the 
mind, The beseeching beggars, with 
all kinds of deformity and disease 
known to surgeon, oculist, or dermatologist ; 
the dark-robed nuns stationed i gang way 
asking alms for the poor, and the legions of 
small ‘ll devils infesting the Fo ab omg prevent 
it, aud a bore is a bore gathering grapes from 
the Neopolitan vines as much as in a news- 
paper office on Broadway. And the enervat- 
ing effect of the heat makes one the less able 
to resist him. When one has to inquire of the 
steward if he has had his bath and his meals 
he isin no condition to resist beggars and 
cholera and bores, at the same time sweating 
like an ice pitcher. And worst of all is the 
man who knows every headland and cape, 
every hill and street, as a worm knows his own 
Gorgohola. 

The first visit to Pompeii is an event in a 
lifetime. To the scholar it is an illustration; 
to the comm-n run of people it o a Bae 
new earth in the glimpse it gives o 
Roman life. Though not a Greek Fg - it 
came under the influence of the Ionian col- 
onies rather than of the conservative instite- 
tions of Rome. In prouf of which it is the 
Greek alphabet one finds on the walls scratched 
school children, who, even in those days, 

ose this method of setting forth new ideas 
questionable subjects. The pictures in 
these Roman ruins are scenes in the daily life 
of Pompeii and subjects drawn frem Creek 
mythology. Where the gods were sensual itis 
no wonder the pictures are immoral. They 
are extremely realistic—flogging a boy at 
school, baker’s shop, weavers at work, taverns, 
and other local scenes. It is alla reflection of 
Greek art in its glorious fading, the com posi- 
tion superior to the execution and the old 
ideals rendered more human. 

The idea of house decoration dates from 
the time of Alexander; before that the Athe- 
nians observed an austere simplicity and _ re- 
served the splendor of art for the temples and 
public buildings. In Pompeii there is hardly 
a house which has not some representation of 
Bacchus, a personage introduced with the 
culture of the vine. There are singie figures 
like those of Helen, in which the painter ap- 
pears to have spent ail his science of drawing 
and execution and his power of expression— 
Cupids playing with the club of Hercules or 
the armor of Mars, or weeping over the slain 
Adonis, or the infidelity of Theseus 
representation of Cupid in a cage held up by 
a wing for sale it was that inspired Goethe's 

m and the bas-relief of Thorwaldeen. A 
arge part of the house decorations is of aerial 
Sonmen and they reach into the best period of 
Grecian art, and, ing handed down 
by generations, show the artists at their best. 
The dancing girl is universal, and in the thea- 
ters of Paris looks just as she is represented 
in a Greek frieze, bandsof them carrying young 
men and women. A furious bacchante kneel- 
ing on a centaur, with hands tied behind his 
back, gives a good idea of the unbridled lust 
of the young Pompeian, as a lovely girl 
seated on a female centaur is an image of in- 

necence. 

There is an occasional picture showing the 


| connécting link between the Egyptian and 


Grecian cults, each as achild with his fore- 
finger on his mouth like the infant Christ in 
the old Italian pictures, pointing to oe 
as the truth, and pigmies climbing palm t 

or riding on the backs of erecntiied. What 
appear to have been garden walis are adorned 
with landsca and animals take the place of 
figures. Old myths and sacred trees are rep- 
resented; sea coasts, natal engagements, and 
villas, but it is always the calm sea, and never 
the sea in its stormier mmvods, re is an 
abundance of still life, adish of figs, and 
transparent water bottles. 

The works will not bear the test of the rule 
and compass. y are not masterpieces; 
they are merely decorations‘ like exquisite 
sign boards. If the perspective is bad, so 
much the worse for the pers ive, and if the 
linear perspective is worse than the aerial, it 
is a quest’on of feeling and not of rule. In the 
more complicated perspective of mde views 
the work is as bad as that of the Chinese. In 
the landscapes the mists of the French, En- 
giish, and Dutch schools are entirely wanting, 
because the damp of their somber climate was 
unknown to the Southern mind. The pictures 
are simnple and nevet crowded, which was due 
to the artist’s strong love of form. The skies 
and horizons are high to bring out the to- 
pography, and nature is used subordinately 
as a background for gods, nymphs, and 
naiads. 

The paintings are fading badly. The heat 
hes turned the yellow ochre red, the cinnabar 
or vermilion has becume black by exposure to 
the air, and the backgrounds are fading 
away. The sea sand used in prepartion of the 
stucco has developed saltpeter and lost its 
firmness. The paintings are ruins as much as 
the buildings they adorn. 

The paintings easily fall into five periods, 
In the eartiest there is no figure painting; 
they are Pyne Frarmemn er og: in painted stucco 
of colored marbie panels, the colors being few 
and decided—violet, yellow. a blue-green, 
brick-red, white, and black. This period cor- 
responds with the peace between the invasion 
of Hannibal and the Social wars. The second 
style 1s not entirely ornamental, but consists 
of architectural designs where light, shade, 
and perspective are used to give an idea of 
spaciousness, marble is imitated in 
painting instead of stucco, and painted masks 
are u for ornaments. The architectural de- 
whi divide the wall into compartments inta 

er the centerpiece is set. Vermilion is 
sed for first time, and light and shade 
pen Pim with good effect. e@ period dates 
from Sulla’s selenite. The third style is 
entirely decorative, and the same means are 
used to ornament a wall. The ert tee of 
ee! is abandoned, and myths, lana 
and single Hgyptian figuresare represented. ed. The 
beauty is simple and refined, and the taste is 
highly developed. It extends early into the

The fourth style is highly ornamental, the 
coloring vivid and varied, and the d more 
intricate. The favorite colors are yellow and 
blue ana red, and while the earlier treatment 
was idealistic the latter igs more real. While 
the third was heroic and pathetic the fourth is 
more sensuous, and the res, instead of be- 
ing drawn with careful draperies, are nude. 
The color is more brilliant and the face more 
expressive. The fine painting from Hercu- 
laneum, “‘Telephus Suckled "hy the Hind,”’ 
belongs to pend. period. 

The fifth style is marked by a -fan¢iful ex- 
uberance, is entire freedom from 
rules, but the work is within the bounds of
